“The British have crossed the Vaal at 
Grobler’s Drift, near Parys. The high 
level bridge at Vereeninging has been blown 
up by the federals. 

“Gen. Dutoit advises that the burghers 
are coming forward in force, determined to 
fight to the end. 

“After retaking Heilbron the fedepals fol- 
lowed the British as far as Weélve Hook.” 


LONDON, May 2, 3 p. m.—The War Of- 
fice has received the following dispatch 
from Lord Roberts: 


BOER ARMY 


NEAR THE GOLD MINES 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 26.—The British Army is 
now north of the Vaal, pressing on towards 
Johannesburg. Lord Roberts is at last in 
the land of geld. The question is, will 
the mines be destroyed? 

For the stretch of 60 miles between 
Randfontein and Moddersfontein there is 
one continued row of mines, edged almost 
like a street with immense mills, roaring 
crushers and straining hoists, and each 
with its great compound, covered with iron 
buildings, in which thousands of negro 
workers live. 

Out of the 60 miles of gold mines in the 
Witwatersrand comes more than one-quar- 
ter of all the gold produced yearly on this 
planet. They produce nearly nine millions 
a year more than all America. They pro- 
duce more than eleven millions a year more 
than all of golden Australia. They produce 
twice as much as all the Russias. They 
produce ten millions more than all the rest 
of the world beside. Since 1887, when the 
rand gave up only $400,000, those wealth 
vomiting shafts have poured out more than 
$380,000,000, and each year the stream 
has grown in volume. But for the war 
the last year alone would have seen masses 
of gold worth a hundred million of dollars 
brought to the surface, and of that sev- 
enty-nine millions would have come from 
a few mines, which exceed in richness the | 
wildest dreams of a Raleigh or a Ponce 
de Leon. 

These mines are on the very edge of Jo- 
hannesburg. They form what I{s called the 
central section, which is no more than 12 


miles long. Within six years from now it 
is believed that the Rand will yield a 


fabulous annuity of $200,000,000. |

I suppose that Lord Roberts will push 
on Gen. Hamilton and perhaps Gen. French 
to turn the Boers, while Gens. Tucker and 
Pole-Carew will attack in front. 

The Boers as usual must either be en- 
veloped or go. Very special exertions will 
be made to cut off their retreat, as Lord 
Roberts is now determined to capture them 
if possible. He relies fully on lan Hamiiton, 
whose combination of fire and prudence 
justifies every confidence. 

If the Boers escape toward Pretoria, 
Roberts will likely follow swiftly and be at 
Pretoria in less than a week. 

The Boers say they have retaken Heil- 
bron. Gen. Roberts will neglect that, but 
| will guard the railway , which I think he 
will not wait to repair before going to Pre- 
toria. 

Gen. Buller of Laing’s Nek is elght or 
nine marches from Johannesburg, suppos- 
ing that the road is clear. Roberts’ advance 
must make the Boers at Volksrust uneasy 
and so will facilitate Buller’s advance. 

Gen. Hunter, when at Mafeking, will be 
11 marches from Pretoria and it is imprac- 
ticablie therefore for the Boers to make 
any serious resistance at Pretoria, where 
to wait would mean to be hemmed in be- 
tween three British armies. 

The Boer plan is to retreat to the Ly4d- 
enburg hills, which would.a@gstpone, but not 
avert, the catastrophe, but the condition 
and strength of the Boer forces after the 


coming week's operations remain to be | 


seen. Possibly the difficulties of supply 
may compel Gen. Roberts to pause on the 
Vaal and repair the railway, thus giving 
time to Gen. Buller and Gen. Hunter to 
invade the Transvaal. I fancy, however, 
that Lord Roberts will prefer the bolder 
course and try to end this war right now. 

Many points in the recent operations are 
obscure. Thus the long pause of Gen. Lit- 
tleton at Sunday’s river and the subse- 
quent silence suggests that he may co- 
operate with Gen. Rundle to 
Free Staters’ resistance. There has been 
no distinct report from Gen. Methuen 
since that from Hoopstad. He probably 
crossed the Vaal near Parys. 

Lord Roberts marches on a very broad 
front, with his cavalry wings thrown for- 
ward. Gen. Buller probably cannot adopt 
the same plan in the very rugged country 
of Northern Natal, but once Buller is up 
the hills or the table lands of the Trans- 
vaal he will be able to spread out and move 
rapidly. 

Lord Roberts has a wonderful power of 
picking a special man for every special 
work. Ian Hamilton, the brilliant general, 
was shot to pieces at Majuba in the first 
war. Since then he has made a great mark 
the Indian army to shoot 
straight, and was himself one of the best 
officers in India. Another tried and able 
man is Sir William Nicholson, who was 
chief of staff of Gen. Lockhart tn Tirah. 
He is now running all the transports for 
Gen. Roberts, whose army since it reached 
Bloemfontein has been well supplied. Noth- 
ing shows the great commander more than 
his finding his men and giving them free 
hand. Roberts himself has incomparable 
dash and boldness. 


CHANGE IN BRITISH WAYS 


London Weekly Papers Decide Eng- 
lishmen Are Becoming Hysterical 
in Their Joy. 


LONDON, May 2.~The Mafeking re- 
joicings have caused the weekly papers to 
print serious articies on the increase of 
hysterical outbursts In Engliaad and they 
ask if the race is reaily losing its charac- 
teristics. 

A curious feature of the demonstrations 
was the enormous number of buttans bear- 
ing Baden-Powell and Roberts photo- 
graphs. The public here has taken up the 
button fad with an energy equal to any- 
thing in its history In America. The bulk 
of these buttons was imported from Amer- 
ica, the shrewd manufacturers having sold 
photographs of British officers likely to be- 
come popular.

Surrounding his home were the most ex- 
pensive and luxuriant tropical plants. Every 
modern convenience was supplied him. The 
Cubans paid the bills.

HEATH MAY HAVE TO RESIGN 


Serious Frauds Perpetrated Directly 
Under His Nose in Postoffice 
‘at Washington City. 
Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 2%.—There will not 
be an investigation of the Washington City 
Postpffice. The irregularities in money 
matters there bave,ocourred in the same 
building occup!ed by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment and under the very nose of First 
Assistant Postmaster-General Heath, who 
has charge of such matters. Heath may 
be asked to resign. 

These irregularities, petty In each in- 
stance, but considerable in the aggregate, 
began early in the Heath regime. They 
continued until called to the attention of 
Postmaster-General Smith, when all ob- 
jectionable practices were peremptorily 
stopped. 

The fact cannot be disguised that Post- 
master-General Smith is growing restless 
because of the various transactions con- 
stantly coming to light in'which Heath fig- 
ures. Strained relations have existed be- 
tween the two for some time. Heath is 
seldom called into consultation. He is vir- 
tually ignored in the direction of affairs. 
His withdrawal from the postoffice at any 
time would not occasion surprise. 

Postmaster-General Smith to-day sent for 
Mr. Heath, Postmaster Merritt and Mr, 
Beavers the chief confidant of Mr. Heath, 
and questioned them closely regarding the 
disclosures under their jurisdiction. They 
were instructed to make a thorough ex- 
amination and make sure that no irregulari- 
ties exist at the present time. 

The allegations of fraud in the Washing- 
ton City Postoffice are thus summarized: 

A confidential report showed that irregu-

Up to 8 o'clock they 
were boon companions, but wnen Bagiey 
returned from a poviroom and told Staten 
that a@ certain horse had won the Brooklyn 
handicap and on the strength of this tip 
Staten laid a bec and lost, the fraternal 
bond was broken. 

I‘he bootblacks quarreled all the rest of 
the afternoon. Staten was laying up inoney 
for a suit of clothes and had thought to wax 
rich Ly winning big odds after the event. 
After dark he was so wrought up that he 
went away and got a revolver. 

As Staten passed Bagiey’s chair the latter 
saw his weapon and went him one better. 
Bagley whipped out his own revoiver and 
fired, Staten returned the shot and ad- 
vanced, shooting rapidly. Bagley ran out 
into Olive street, closely pursued by ails 
quondam friend, both firing at random, 
When the bullet struck his cranium over 
the left eye, Bagley halted on the firing 
line. Staten’s weapon Was nuw empty, and 
he ran through Ouive street and Broadway, 
cutting a wide swath in the crowd by fiour- 
ishing his revolver. He turned into Pine 
street still on the rum ; 

In front of the Planters’ Hotel stood a 
small, smooth-shaven man dressed in gray. 
but he was not a Quaker, for when Staten 
ran past he fired three shots at the fleeing 
negro, probabiy with the “stop thief’’ idea, 
Staten threw up his hands and fell prone. 
He had a scaip wound similar to Bag.ey’s. 
The man in gray slipped away. 

Police Sergeant Suilens picked Staten up 
and rang for an ambulance. Patro'mun 
Drewer called an ambulance for Bagley. 
As this wagon went up Olive street a whits 
man climbed in. 

“Get out; you have no business in here,” 
said the _ officer. 

“Yes, I have,” replied the man; “I’m 
shot, too.’’ '

A fireboat, with a Gatling gun aboard, 
was diepatched up Lake Mich gan to make 
a demonstration from that egide and to 
cut off the escape of Streeter’s men by 
means of their yacht. It was arranged that 
the joint demonstration of land and water 
forces should occur promptly at 3:30 
o'clock.

Train of Cigar-Shaped Coaches Made 
40-Mile Run, Baltimore to WasH- 
ington, in 87 Minutes. 


BAL/TIMORE, May %.~—The Adams cigar- 
shaped air-splitting train to-day broke the 
railroad record between Baltimore «and 


Wash _ngton, making the run between the 
two cities, a distance of 40 miles, in 87 
minutes. The best previous time was made 
by the train that carried the late Vice- 
President Hobart to the inauguration cere- 
monies at Washington.

LONDON, May %.—The Prince of Wales, 
when staying with Lord Rothschild in 
Tring Park, recently, was asked by his 
host whether he found the drawbacks to 
his royal position compensated by the ad- 
vantage, he replied: 

“Your life, Rothschild, may at times be 
arduous—in fact, I know it is—but it is 
easy compared with mine. I long for pri- 
vate life, and I know it can mever be 
mine. 


‘Every look and gesture of mine is noticed 
If I look in public without a smile, the pa- 
pers announce that his royal highness looks 
worn and sad. We fear revelations of a 
startling kind may shortiy come to light. 

‘Tf on the contrary, I appear with a 
smile, the papers say the prince looked 
pleased, happy and in the best of health, 
whereas, perhaps, I am feeling extremely 
unwell and upset. 

“What sort of clothes I wear, the color 
of my ties, whether I shook hands with 
Mr. so-and-so or only bowed, the reason 
why I bowed—all these little things are no- 
ticed and made public. 

“Whenever I read a paper or magazine 
and see my name in fingering, I turn away 
quickly, for I know were I to read about 
myself I should have read a lot I know 
elready anda lot I don’t want to know.” 

The duke of York, in a letter to Lord 
Reveltoke, describes a day in his life ina 
tone of good-humored banter. He writes.

PROF. LOMBROSO PREDICTS A 
TERRIBLE RETRIBUTION. 


BOER WAR WILL BE RENEWED. 


The Afrikanders Are Certain to Gain 
Liberty in the End, at Tremen- 
dous Cost to England.

LONDON, May 2%.—Prof. Cesare Lombro- 
so, the famous Italian savant, though a 
warm admirer of British institutions, de- 
nounces the Transvaal war and predicts a 
terrible retribution for England, even if 
this nation primarily succeeds. He says: 

‘Such a mixture of the blood of the best 
nations of Europe leads us to assume that 
the Boers, living in a climate by no means 
enervating, will constitute the focus for 
freedom and civilization. 

“When England seeks ta oppress and an- 
nihilate the weak, in what does she differ 
from Russia, which is strangling Finland 
and compelling the Poles to speak a lan- 
guage not thelr own? Moreover, what 
have liberty or civilization to expect from 
the British imperialist military power? 

“What consequences will follow a British 

victory over the allied republics? Unless 
the Boers are murdered to a man a fresh 
war will break out in a few years, which 
will end in a victory for the Boers. They 
are accustomed to the climate, which the 
English cannot endure. They will be 
steeled by new persecution and fresh natu- 
ral selection. Then all Afrikanderdom will 
jain them. 
“To keep this country in subjection Eng- 
land will need a permanent garrison of 
40.000 or 68,000 men, whose maintenance 
will swallow up immense sums of money. 
In order to obtain this money there 
must be the imposition of heavy taxes. 
To suppress the -smal] risings’ cer- 
tain to occur England must stamp out 
every political or civil liberty which makes 
life worth living.

Gossip Has Caused the Two Courts to 
Become Greatly Estranged 
of Late. 


BERLIN, May &%.—Interest this week has 
centered on the doings of the Reichstag 
and Diet and Prince Ludwig's speech. It 
has long been rumored in court circles 
at Berlin and Munich that the relations be- 
tween the two courts were seriously dis- 
turbed. A number of facts bore this out. 
The Prince Regent's birthday is no longer 
kept here by a special dinner, nor is the 
Emperor's birthday kept in Munich, where 
it was even forbidden that the government 
and other public buildings display the Ger- 
man flag that day. And during the Crown 
Princess’ coming of age festivities and the 
presence of the Emperor of Austria here, 
neither the Prince Regent of Bavaria nor 
the heir to the throne of that country came 
to Berlin, only an insignificant prince being 
present. 

Nobody seems able to tell exactly why 
this state of feeling exists on both sides, 
but Prince Ludwig's speech certainly shows 
his sentiment is more anti-Prussian than 
ever. Not wr the North German press 
sides against the prince, but even a rge 
part of the Bavarian newspapers, and even 
severa] of the Munich papers nearest to 
the Bavarian country.

FAVORABLE REPORT MAY THEN 
BE PROCURED. 


Speaker Henderson, It Is Hoped, Will 
Cease Opposition When He Sees 
the Petition Signed by the 
Mem bers.

WASHINGTON, May 2%.—The St. Louis 
World’s Fair bill, pledging Congress to give 
$5,000,000 to the centennial celebration of the 
Louisiana Purchase in 1903, will be placed 
on the calendar of the House Monday. Its 
fate will be decided finally by Wednesday 
or Thursday. 

While no material change has been made 
in the last two or three days, the St. Louis 


delegation of World’s Fair workers is not 
yet beaten, and it is still maintaining its 
efforts to get Speaker Henderson to forego 
his opposition to the prajecs. 

Chairman Tawney has called a special 
meeting of the World's Fair Committee 
for Monday. This action, on his part, may 
mean either one of two things—the com- 
mittee may attempt to reconsider the vote 
by which the bill was ordered reported back 
to the House without recommendation, in 
order to again endeavor to kill it in com- 
tmuittee, or, on the cther hand, it may yield 
to pressure and decide to report the bill 
favorably. 

The St. Loulsans are prepared to meet 
either emergency, as the bill is really in 
control of the committee until the report is 
actually made. But they believe that the

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AN IMPARTIAL OBSERVER. 


A correspondent of the New York Evening Post, a news- 
paper with British leanings, writing from Pretoria makes 
some statements which, though temperately expressed, bear 
out the worst that has been said concerning the causes of 
the war. 

Cecil Rhodes and his syndicate were at the bottom of <it: 
The Boers look upon him as their great enemy. “The charge 
that it was all a capitalists’ war was very frequently made.”’

some new stories are yet to be told regarding the war in South 
Africa, and it- may be that the worst thing that England can 


' do for herself will be-to win the fight.”’ 


The “powerful influences” which dragged the two republics 
and England into war seem to be of the same nature as those 
which Senator Hale discovers as the promoters of the imperial 
policy in Washington—dollars and dimes in. America, pounds, 
shillings and pence in England. 
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If the police authorities had not been interested in the result 
of the Democratic primaries, would it have required so many 
patrolmen to keep the peace at the polling places?

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PERIL FROM CHINESE REFUGEES. 


News that Southern towns are being invaded by Chinese 
who have fied from San Francisco, where the bubonic plague 
has broken out, should at once put on us on our guard. There 
is no reason why many of these refugees should not be on 
their way to St. Louis, where there is already a fair-sized 
Chinese colony. 

With the summer coming on, St. Louis cannot afford to take 
any risks of infection. The Board of Health should take such 
steps as will safeguard the city absolutely. This advice also 
appliés to the entire state. Everywhere on the transconti- 
nental and other railways on which Chinese refugees might 
travel, watchfulness should be exercised. 

This is a case where prompt, effective action may prevent 
much trouble. It is said that Caucasians are not especially 
liable to fall victims to bubonic plague. But no one can guar- 
antee immunity. Millions of Europeans have been swept off 
by the same sickness in former centuries. We cannot afford 
to take any risks. Everything that can be done to prevent 
infection should be done immediately. 

A scramble for Vice-Presidential honors is very unusual 
in the Unjted States. Both parties can easily get somebody 
‘to take second place this year, notwithstanding the impres- 
sion that a Vice-President cannot hope to be President, ex- 
cept through the death of a President. 
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LIMIT OF “SOCIETY.” 


The Englishman has figured that the utmost limit of “so- 
ciety” for any one city, however populous, is 6000 persons. 
London has already half that number, and New York will 
probably reach the limit within 30 years. 

It is to be hoped that the Englishman's dictum as to “so- 
ciety’s’”’ limit is correct. If it could be shown that there was 
no longer any possibility of breaking into New York or Lon- 
don “society” a great deal of useful human timber might be 
géayed to the world. Once in such “society,” a man or a 
woman becomes a dead weight, and a nonentity as far as the 
great, thinking, loving, growing world is concerned. All over 
the land men and women grow old and gradually lose their 
usefulness as age saps their faculties. But if an impenetrable 
barrier were set around New York and London “society,” the 
country need not fear the loss of valuable citizens in that di- 
rection. Unable any longer to break into those charmed cir- 
cles of whirling folly, they might expend themselves looking 
for the North or South Poles, and incidentally drop into 
Symme's Hole. But in making such efforts they would not 
lose their usefulness, and the world would be a little better 
for their having lived. 

By all means limit “society."" The sooner, the better. Sét 
wp the barriers high and broad. And then leave the fools to 
their foolishness.

EMPORIA, Kan., May 2%.—Dr. Oscar 
Chrisman, professor of pathology in the 
State Normal School, gave to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent to-day the full text 
of his speech on ‘‘Woman’s Love for Man 
and Man’s Love for Woman,” which made 
So great a sensation in the National Moth- 
ers’ Congress at Des Moines, Io., last Tues- 
day. 

Commenting upon the now famous address 
Dr. Chrisman said: 

iy am prepared to stand by my state- 
ments in my address to the Mother’s Con- 
gress. They are true. £ am not willing, 
though, to have these statements misin- 
terpreted. My paper contained so much 
Other material that I was compelled to 
make my statements short and strictly to 
the point. I resent, too, the sttement wide- 
ly circulated that I was treated otherwise 
than most kindly by the ladies of the con- 
gress. 

“I believe that I have discovered here 
one of the greatest truths in mankind that 
man is reason and woman is love; that 
man’s feeling for woman is sex attraction 
and woman's feeling for man is love in the 
true sense. There are two types of mind 
that will construe my use of sex attrac- 
tion to refer to the basest passions in man. 
One is the unscientific, untrained, impulsive 
mind and the other is the on@® whose soul 
is base and is misquoting and condemning 
in order to hide his own base thoughts and 
feelings. . 

“I most emphatically say that I have no 
such idea in mind that man is guided alone 
in his feeling for woman by his baser pas- 
sions, although every true man knows as 
a male anima] his passions are strong, be- 
cause he must create, whereas woman's 
passions are weak because she must con- 
serve mankind. 

“But I mean by sex attraction much be- 
sides passion. I contend that man finds in 
woman a compliment to himself and thus 
is attracted by her and should she in any 
way be changed into a man he could no 
longer feel for her the same as before, as 
she would not have for him the attributes 
Which compliment him. 

“But this is not love in man. It is but 
Sex attraction. Woman. on the contrary, 
has mother love. She loves man because in 
him she sees the father of her children, 
and as long as she feels this she must love 
him in whatever form he may appear. She 
loves him through love for her children, 
which is the strongest passion in the hu- 
man race, Hence love is an attribute of 
the feminine mind only. 

“I believe that in this is the greatest 
idea for the education of the race. Edu- 
cate the woman on the side of her nature 
and the man on the side of his nature so 
that woman’s education will be the train- 
ing of her love and man’s education the 
training of his reason: 

“T hold to this: Man ts reason:

bring. Money is made to be the servant 
of man and I protest against all theories 
that enthrone money and debase mankind. 


Benefits of Trusts 

As a Banker Sees It. 

Charles R. Flint, at Boston, on the 2th 
day of last May, defended trust principles 
before an exceedingly sympathetic audi- 
ence. It was composed almost exclusive- 
ly of Boston bankers. 

I quote a few of the advantages to be 
derived from trusts from this high author- 
ity. First the dealers. 

“Raw materials bought in large quanti- 
ties are secured at lower rates.” 

That is the first advantage. One man to 
buy wool for all the woolen manufacturers. 
That means that every man who sells woo! 
must sell it at the price fixed by this one 
purchaser in the United States. The first 
thing is to lower the price of raw mate- 
rial. The great majority of the people 
are engaged in the production of raw ma- 
terial and in the purchase of finished 
products. 

Note the next advantage: 

“Those plants which «are best equipped 
and most advantageously situate] are run 
continuously and in preference tc thé less 
favored.,”’ 

The next thing after they have bought 
all the factories is to close them and to 
turn out of employment the men who are 
engaged in them. If you will go about 
over the country you will see where people 
have subscribed money to establish enter- 
prises and where these enterprises, having 
come under the control of trusts, have 
been closed and stand now silent monu- 
ments of the trust system. Behold the.next 
advantage. Mr. Flint says: 

‘In case of local strikes or fires, the work 
goes on elsewhere, thus preventing seri- 
ous loss.”’ 


Methods Employed 


By Monopolists. 

This means that if the people employed 
in one factory are not eatisfied with the 
terms fixed by the employers and strike the 
trust can close that factory and let the 
employes starve while work goes on in 
other factcries without loss to tae manu- 
facturer, 

‘There is no multiplication of the means 
of Gistrioution, and a better force of sales- 
men takes the place of a large number.”’ 

That is the next advantage named. I 
want to warn you that when the monopoly 
has absolute control brains wid be at a dis- 
count and relatives will be found to fight 
for these positions. When there is competi- 
tion every employer has to get a good man 
to meet competition, but when there is no 
competition anybody can sit In the office 
and receive letters and answer them, be- 
cause everybody has to write to the same 
house for everything he wants. Mr, Flint 
says trusts have another aedvantage: 
‘Terms and conditions of sale become more 
uniform and can be more safely granted.” 

The trust cannot only fix the price of what 
it sells, butpit can fix the terms upon which 
it sells. ANd the purchaser must trust to 
the managers generosity as to what is fair. 
“That is human nature.” 


God Made 
Men Selfish. 


What is the first thing to be expected of 


a trust? That it will cut down ex- 
penses. What is the second? That it will 


raise prices. That is human nature. God 
made men selfish. 1 do not mean to say 
that he made a mistake when he did, be- 
cause selfishness is merely the outgrowth 
of an instinct of self-preservation, It is the 
abnorma! development of a ‘man’s desire to 
protect himself. I often wish we might 
have a condition in which every adult who 
did might leave to his widow and children 
enough property for the education of his 


a 


children and the support of hie widow. 
But while I wish to see every person se- 
curse for himself a competency, I don’t 
want him to destroy more than he is worth 
while he is doing that. 

Another thing that. in my judgment, has 
aided monoply is a high tariff. Nobody can 
dispute that a tariff—an import duty—en- 
ables a trust to charge for its product the 
price of a similar foreign product plus the 
tariff. 

Now, some have suggested that to put 
everything on the free list that truats make 
would desroy the trust. I do not agree 
Mt, this statement as it is made so broad- 

It has been suggested that diecrimi- 
nation by railroads has alded the trusts. 
No question about it. If one man can se- 
cure from railroad better rates than an- 
other man he will be able to run the other 
man out of business. But even if we pre~ 
vented such discrimination by placing ev- 
ery producer upon the same footing and 
absolutely preventing favoritism, monop 
oly might still exiet. 


Remedy Must 
Go to the Bottom. 

The remedy must go further. It must be 
complete enough to prevent the organiza- 
tion of a monopoly. 

I think men differ more as to the remedy 
than they do as to their opinion of trusts, I 
venture the opinion that few people will de- 
fend monopoly asa principle, or a trust or- 
ganization, as a good thing, but there are 
great differences of opinion as to the rem- 
edy. 

We have a dual form of gcovernment—ea 
State government and a federal government. 
This dua] form of government hase advan- 
tages which can hardly be overestimated, 
yet it also has its disadvantages. When you 
prosecute a trust im the United States 
Court it hides behind state sovereignty 
and when you prosecute it in the state 
court it rushes to seek federal jurisdiction— 
anid we have some difficulty in finding «6 
prison for it. 


Two Ways of 
Applying Remedy. 

Every state has or should have, the righ. 
to create any private corporation which, 
in the judgment of the people of the state, 
is conducive to the welfare of its people. 
The people of a state are able always to set- 
tle a question which concerns them alone. If 
have power to destroy that corporation; 
they create a corporation and it becomes 
destructive of their best interests they 
but if the corporation which oppresses 
them is a foreign corporation, created in 
another state, they cannot destroy it; they 
should have power to exclude it. In other 
words, the people of a state should have 
not only a right to create the corporations 
they want, but they should be permitted to 
protect themselves against any outside cor- 
poration. 

But I do not think this ts sufficient. I 
believe, in adition to a state remedy, there 
must be a federal remedy, and I believe 
Congress has, or should have, the power to 
place restrictions and Iimitations, even to 
the point of prohbbition, upon any corpora. 
tion organ‘zed in any state that wants to 
do busness outside of the state. 

I do not believe that the people of one 
state can rely upon the people of another 
state in the management of a corporation, 
New Jersey has a law favorable to trusts. 
It is not safe to place the people of other 
states at the tender mercies of. the people 
of such a siate as may desire to collect 
its running expenses from the taxation of 
corporations organized to prey upon people 
outside. 

Here is one remedy: Congress shoulde 
pass a law providing that no corporation 
organized in any state should do bus!ness 
outside a state of its origin unless it re- 
ceives from an authority.created by Con- 
gress a license authorizing !t to do bustl- 
ness. Such license can be granted upon 
conditions which will, in the first place, 
prevent the watering of stock; in the eec- 
ond place, prevent monopoly in any branch 
of Rusiness, and, third, provide for publicity 
as to all of the transactions and business 
of the corporation. 

If such a law is unconstitutional, I am in 
for an amendment to the constitution that 
will give Congress power to destroy ever) 
trust in the country. 


Stocks Should 
Not Be Watered. 

I do not believe that any state should 
permit the organization of a corporation 
with a single drop of water in the stock 
of that corporation. The farmer cannot 
inflate the value of his land by watering 
the value of that land. The merchant in 
the store cannot inflate the value of the 
goods upon his shelves. Why should the 
corporation be permitted to put out stock 
that represents no real value. 

If the license system were once estab- 
lished by congress the law could from year 
to year impose such new coniitfons as 
might be necessary for the protection of 
the public from the greed and avarice of 
great aggregations of wealth. I do not ge 
so far as some do, and believe that there 
should be no private corporations; but f 
say that a corporation fs create! ~ oe

NEW YORK, May 26.—Kinley Mack at 
7 to 1 won the Brooklyn handicap at 
Gravesend to-day in hollow fashion, while 
Raffaello. the favorite, landed in second 
piace camfortably, and Herbert, the second 
choice, could do no better than third. The 
time, 2:10, was slow, but the track was 
very heavy and the crack horses were out 
of the race. 

The weather was anything but satisfac- 


tory for the opening day, the rain fell all 
the afternoon, sometimes in light showers, 
and again in sheets which drove everybody 
ta cover. Taken altogether it was a dis- 
appointing sight...

In the central portion of the city the lines 
actually or nearly paralleling the Suburban 
have operated cars during the daytime, but 
not according to the normal schedule, ex- 
eept, perhaps, on two or three branches. 

During the weck three men have been 
killed and about a dozen wounded by bul- 
lets. Geveral have been hurt in car col- 
lisions. The strike casualty list now shows 
four fatalities by shooting, 22 other per- 
sons hit by bullets and about 50 otherwise 
injured. 

Some of the strikers have returned to 
work, but it is said that not more than % 
of the 3325, who went on strike May 8, have 
gone back. On the other hand, about fifty 
men employed to take the places of strikers 
have voluntarily or through persuasion quit 
their positions and joined the union or re- 
turned to their homes. 

There is no indication of weakening On 
either side. The transit company still in- 
sists that it will not replace its new men 
with the old employes who struck, and the 
union men hold out for reinstatement to 
their former positions as a basis of set- 
tlement. 

Numerous mass meetings have been held 
throughout the city during the week in the 
interest of the strikers. Many local trades 
unions have declared their sympathy and 
voted money to aid the strike, 

(Money has come into the coffers of the 
street car union from many labor organi- 
zations in other cities and states, and from 
private firms and individuals in St. Louis, 
The strike fund contributed from all 
sources, up to yesterday afternoon, amount- 
ed to $10,601. An appeal to all the unions 
in the United States, issued toward the 
end of the week, ia expected to result in 
large additions to the fund.

BUILDING TRADES AISO URGE 
NATIONAL APPROPRIATION. 


Many Unions Have Reaffirmed Their 
Declarations in Favor of the Ex- 
position and Others Will 
Do So. 


Union labor in St. Louls is today as 
firmly and as strongly in favor of the 
World’s Fair as it has been since the in- 
ception of the .enterprise, for which, in- 
deed, it claims the initial credit. 

The positian of organized labor has been 
set forth in overwhelming repudiation of 
certain telegrams sent to Washington 
which have assumed to declare that recent 
labor troubles in the city have changed the 
sentiment of the workingmen. 

These telegrams were directed to Speaker 
Henderson of the House of Representa- 
tives, and the Speaker, in turn, presented 
them to the committees now in the Na- 
tional Capital for the purpose of securing 
indorsement of the enterprise by Congress. 
The name of Clarence Richeson was signed 


to these telegrams as secretary of a mass 
meeting of taxpayers. Mr. Richeson eariy 
Friday called on Secretary James Cox of 
the Executive Committee of the Lou:siana 
Purchase Centennial to repudiate the sig- 
nature. 

Closely following Mr. Richeson came H. 
W. Steinbiss, secretary-treasurer of the 
National Building Trades Council of 
America, bringing a copy of a telegram 
which had ney been senc to Speaker Hen- 
derson, declaring that the telegrams upon 
which he had explained that he, in part 
at least, based his opposition to the ap- 
propriation of money by Congress for the 
Fair at this session was in nowise to be 
considered the voice of union labor, either 
in St. Louis or in the country at large. 


Yesterday afternoon the executive board 
of the street raliway employes of Bt. 
Louis, at Walhalla Hall, indorsed the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

“Whereas, an Impression has gone 
abroad that the street railway employes’ 
arganization is opposing the World's Fair 
biil now before Congress, the executive 
board declares that this is absolutely un- 
true. AS an organization this matter has 
never been discussed or referred to in any 
Way at our meetings and we take this op- 
portunity of denying any connection with 
telegrams or communications which have 
been sent detrimental to the movement.” 


President W. D. Mahon of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Street Railway tm- 
pioyes of America has been prompt to dep- 
recate the telegrams which it has been 
Suid were sent by sympathizers of the lo- 
cal union now engaged in controversy with 
the transit company and in declaring that 
they did not represent the opinion of the 
men now on strike, mor of their fellow 
union workmen in the United States. A 
telegram deciaring the ‘Building Trades 
Council of St. Louis in equal hearty sym- 
pathy with the Exposition enterprise was 
also sent to Secretary Cox by Henry Black- 
more, president, and this teiegram was 
countersigned by J. B. O'Meara, president 
of the taxpayers’ cosnmittee, 

This absoiute evidence that the telegrams 
sent to Speaker Henderson endeavoring to 
put organized labor of St. Louis on rec- 
ord as opposed to the Fair were unwar- 
ranted, is supplemented by the declarations 
of the officers of the leading unions of 
the city and in addition to the telegrams 
sent Saturday in repudiation of the misiead- 
ing statements others will be as rapidly 
forwarded to ex-Gov. Francis, who has 
charge of the work for the Fair before 
Congress. A number of resolutions reaf- 
firming indorsesnent of the Exposition en- 
terprise which have been ssed iby labor 
unions of the city will Sunday be presented 
to the regular meeting of the Centrai ‘lrades 
and Labor ‘Assembly. 

im explaining the manner in which the 
telegram upon which Speaker Henderson 
has laid stress was formulated and sent to 
Washington Mr. Richeson explained to Gec- 
retary Cox that he was requested to addrese 
the meeting referred to in the telegram, but 
on being informed that it was not an or- 
ganized labor meeting, he declined. Later 
on he was asked to act as secretary of the 
meeting and did so to accommodate those 
present. He was asked to sign the tele- 
gram sent to Speaker Henderson, but abso- 
lutely declined to do so and the had no 
idea that his name had been used until he 
saw the dispatch in print, 

The following is the telegram sent by 
President W. D. Mahon to M. J. McLoud 
of Detroit: 

“It is imperative to the interest of street- 
car men especially and of workingmen of 
Si. Louis generally that Congressman Cor- 
liss favor the Worlkd’’s Fair movement of 
St. Louis without reservation. Use all pos- 
sible Mmfluence.”’ 
Secretary Steinbiss of the National Build- 
ing Trades Council followed this with a 
telegram to the Speaker: 
“Hon. D. B. Henderson, Speaker of the 
House, Washington, D. C.—Telegram re- 
ceitly sent in opposition to World’s Fair 
movement was unofficial.

carried 20 out of the 28 wards. 

The elght wards won by the opposition 
were the First, Second, Fourth, Ninth, 
Tenth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth and Twentl- 
eth. The Fourth ward was carried by Ben 
Brady himself. John Gunsollis won in the 
First ward for Brady, while in the Second 
Dick Mappes did the work, assisted by 
Jack O’Connor, the ball player. Charles A. 
Lemp carried his own ward, the Ninth, 
and also the Tenth. In the Nineteenth the 
Brady delegation snowed under the oppo- 
sition ticket containing the name of Ex- 
cise Commissioner Higgins, and in the 
Twentieth State Committeeman Tom Bar- 


rett triumphed over Secretary of the Po- 
lice Board Tom Ward. 

In six of the 20 wards carried by the 
Hawes faction there were no opposing del- 
egations. In the Eighth Police Commis- 
sioner Stuever won over the Lemp faction 
by 1099 to 237. In the. Fifteenth the vote 
was 687 to 79, in the Twenty-second 686 to 
72 and in the Twenty-third 870 to 160. 

In the Twenty-third, Eleventh and 
Fourth wards judges refused to sign the 
returns. The only reason given for this 
action in the former case in that the judges 
were advised by certain outsiders not 
to do so and accepted their advice. 

In the Fourth, however, there were 
plenty of complications. The two polling 
places in this ward were at 404 North 
Seventh street and 708 North High street. 
In the former precinct the Brady forces 
had polled 245 votes to 77 of the opposition. 
But the Hawes judges would not certify to 
the returns. 

In the High street precinct negro voters 
caused the trouble. About a half hour 
after the polls opened about 8 or 9 ne- 
_ were lined up in front of the polling 
piace. 

They wore Greeley Club badges. The 
Brady judges flatly declined to accept their 
votes. The Hawes judges retaliated by re- 
fusing to accept any white Brady votes. 
The result was that voting was suspended. 
The election commissioners were called in, 
but failed to settle matters satisfactorily. 
The result was that only 13 votes were cast 
—seven for Brady and six for Hawes. 
There was little trouble in any of the 
wards, and the primaries, in view of the in- 
tense rivalry of the opposing factions, was 
remarkably quiet. 


Mr. Barrett stated to the Post-Dispatch 
that contests would be filed tn a number of 
wards and that in some of them police in- 
terfcrence would be one of the main alle- 
gations. 

Several members of the Democratic State 
Committee, three State Senators and other 
Democratic politicians of prominence from 
the interior of the state were here and 
watched the primaries. 

One of the senators declared that the 
statement of Bradv was substantially cor- 
rect and that interesting developments 
might be looked for at the Kansas City 
convention.

THE ABSENCE OF BUYING ORDERS 
THE FEATURE. 


A NARROW RANGE’ RULES. 


From First to Last Sale of the Past 
Week Small Fluctuations Were 
the Rule. 


A poor demand was the characteristic of 
the week in the grain markets, scarcely any 
trades of even fair size were made, while 
the range maintained was extremely nar- 
row, with fluctuations coming at rare in- 
tervals. 

From the first day of the week till the 
Jast the entire fluctuation was less than 1 
cent. At no time did either faction, as 
can be seen from the future table, gain 
actual control over the range. There were 
ups and downs to the markets, but these 
were of short duration and of only a tem- 
porary effect. 

The news of the week consisted mostly 
of weather reports from various grain re- 
gions, statistics of grain receipts and ship- 
ments and tips founded upon the reports 
concerning the condition of the growing 
plant. In the main these had little effect 
on the futures, causing small change in 
position. 

The Argentine shipments 
were somewhat smaller than 
previous week and but little 
those of last year, consequently 
small effect upon the market. 
mated shipments for all countries for 
past week was smaller than those of the 
previous week. The most important sta- 
tistics were those of receipts and shipments 
at primary points. During the past week 
in the Northwest there was some improve- 
ment in the postings, owing. to a small 
bear raid, which scared the grain holders 
of this region and forced them to loosen 
up. 

The condition of the growing plant as a 
rule is not all that could be desired, 
weather reports do not suggest the best 
progress, while insect life is causing a de- 
cided falling off in the estimated yield. In 
Ohio, Indiana, Tennessee and Illinois the 
Hessian fly and chinch bug have for sev- 
eral weeks been causing trouble. From 
Central Illinois come reports that owing 
to the ravages of these insects the condl- 
tion has been reduced fully % per cent. 
Other states make the. loss as heavy 4s 
this. 

Abroad wheat is not in a good condition. 
France still continues to report damage. 
Russia alone seems to have the prospect of 
an average yield, though some sections of 
this country are not in — best condition. 
Germany and the other countries of Eu- 
rope are little changed si ine e earlier reports. 

From the present outlook it seems. prob- 
able that for some time the market will be 
of a narrow, dragging p Rant wey light busi- 
ness being the rule. New reports of con- 
dition may be forthcoming which will have 
some effect upon the market and if the in- 
sect life keeps up its work prices with the 
loss in yield should go much higher.

STOCK MARKET DULL AND IN 
PROFESSIONAL HANDS. 


SATURDAY’S CLOSE HEAVY. 


Commission Houses Deserted and No 
Orders of Importance Received 
by Mail or Telegraph. 


NEW YORK, May %.—There was no 
change in conditions in the stock market 
to-day. The depressing influence of Thurs- 
aay’s failure continues to overhang the mar- 
ket and to discourage any speculative ac- 
tivity. A large proportion of the day’s 
small business was given over to transac- 
tions in settlement of the failed firm’s af- 
fairs. The firm of brokers whose buying 
yesterday was sald to represent a transfer 


of the customers of Price, McCormick & 
Co., Was again a conspicuous operator to- 
day. These cperations represent a re-entry 
into the market of scme custemers of the 
failed firm. Loans were paid off when their 
contrects were closed a under the rule of 
the exchange, or whose comnitment are 
taken over from the suspended firm by 
other houses, 

This operation is a strengthening influence 
on prices, and was especially evident to- 
cay in Union Pacific. The prevalent belief 
that the banks which hold the firm's col- 
laterais for loans, will not, all of them, 
throw the collaterai on the market for 
forced sale to liquidata the loans also 
served to relieve apprehension tao some ex- 
tent. Authoritative denials of some of the 
rumors fut in circulation of further finan- 
cial idfficulties were an influence towards 
relieving depression. 

These factors, it will be observed, were 
rather negative in character, but they 
served to — the market pretty steady. 
The sharp rally in cotton was a favorable 
factor. The shorts covered in Sugar; rail- 
road earnings were reported favorable, es- 
pecially the April statements of net earn- 
nes of the Hocking Valley and the Atchi- 

son and the strength of those stocks helped 
the rest of the market. 

The ciosing was nevertheless heavy at 
concessions from ‘highest prices. American 
Ice declined further on the prosecution in- 
stituted against the company. Brooklyn 
Union Gas rose on belief that it would 
benefit by the settlement of the gas war, 
and Union Bag preferred recovered from 
the weakness caused by forced sales yes- 
terday. 

The bank statement was about as expect- 
ed and was without influence on the mar- 
ket. The stock market has been dull all 
week and operations have been almost en- 
tirely in professional hands. Commission 
houses in Wall-street are almost deserted 
and no orders of importance come to them 
by mail or telegraph.

While 
this may possibly net justify advancing 
prices just at the moment, conservative 
traders do not consider the time ripe for 
subjecting the markets to any further de- 
cliines of consequence That liquidation 
many continue is probable. But after fhe 
crop situation is better defined, it is safe 
to predict a stronger and better market. 

The course of the cotton markets in the 
past few daya has shown that there is 
underlying strength yet: remaining in the 
situation. As the season draws nearer to 
the close, developments in connection with 
the new crop will be watohed carefully 
by both sides.

CHAPTER IL 


Recapitulation. 
LL of her life Jessie May Arrowsmith 
A has lived at 815 Maine street, Quincy, 
Ill. She was born May 2, 1883. In 
October, 1887, when she was a little less 
than 8% years old, her father and mother, 

Mr. and Mrs. Frank Arrowsmith, brought 
her to St. Louis to see Grover Cleveland, 
then President of the United States. That 
trip is one of her earliest memories. 

Soon after their return home the little 
girl was stricken with spinal meningitis. 
For a wonder, she survived, but it was 
only to a lifetime of suffering. Her spine 
was so badly affected that for seven years 
she was not able to leave her bed or even 
to turn over unassisted. 

From a mere toddler she grew into a 
bright girl and is now completing her 17th 
year. She reached a point where she was 
able to sit up, but she had no control of 
her lower limbs and walking was impos- 
sible. This candition so remains to this 
day and the seriousness of her condition 
became intensified last July, when a 4dis- 
integration of the lower part of the spine 
set in. 

The pathetic story of the 18 years of 
suffering on the part of this brave, patient 
and even light-hearted little girl, together 
with her childish but ardent day dreams 
of an invalid’s chair, which she could never 
really hope to possess, were related by the 
Quincy correspondent of the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch, May 13. 

That 13 was a lucky number for little Jes- 
s‘e Arrowsmith, for no sooner had the news 
of her long suffering gone abroad than sym- 
pathetic readers determined that they 
would make her dream come true forthwith 
by purchasing,for her a chair of the latest 
pattern. 

Two weeks ago this morning, within a 
few hours after the article appeared. Mary 
Kugenia Heutte, a pupil of the Crow School, 
and “A Reader of the Post-Dispatch,” each 
wrote a letter ta the editor of this paper 
inclosing a sum of money as a nucleus of 
a fund for the benefit of Jessie Arrow- 
smith. 

Early the next morning little Hazel. Skin- 
ner came to the Post-Dispatch office with 
her mother and asked permission to start 
e fund for this purpose. Thus the mave- 
ment was organized, spontaneously, and it 
continued to grow from that minute un- 
til the time it was closed. 


CHAPTER IIL 


Presentation. 
UST as soon as the fund became large 
4 enough the Post-Dispatch, in accord- 
ance with the unanimous wish of the 
contributors set about the purpose of pro- 
curing an invalid’s chair. 

In the meantime, a suitable chair not being 
found in St. Louis, a ehair for the tempo- 
rary use of the little sufferer was secured 
and shipped to Quincy. This was done for 
the double purpose of relieving her condi- 
tion at once and of obtaining exactly her 
measurements for a new chair. 

The presentation, on behalf of the don- 
ors, was made last Sunday morning by a 
representative of the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch. 

All week in Quincy a cold, dreary rain 
had fallen. It was enough to depress even 
the stoutest hearted. Everybody com- 
plained. But Saturday night the skies 
cleared and Sunday morning dawned bright 
and cool—almost cold. When the sun was 
fairly up the earth commenced to take an 
& warm glow and by 10 o’clock Nature was 
smiling like a naiad emerging from her bath 
of dew. The streets were filled with gayly 
dressed men and wemen and children ang 
the town seemed to be out for a holiday 
after its long imprisonment by reason of 
lowering clouds and soggy rain. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch representative, 
accompanied by George W. Elick of 129 
South Fourteenth street, a lifelong friend 
of Jessie Arrowsmith and her mother, ap- 
proached the humble residence at 815 Main 
street.

RS. FRANK ARROWSMITH, whose 
maiden name was Emma Wallace, is 
a daughter of the late Rev. Peter 
Wallace, a Methodist clergyman, wha was 
presiding elder of the Quincy district, a Ma- 
son, a Knight of Pythias, a member of the 
Tippecanoe Club of-Chicago, and the first 
chaplain of the Illinois Soldiers and Sail- 
ors’ Home .at. Quincy, an institution which 

gives shelter to 1800 men. 

A few years ago he was transferred to 
Chicago, where he was connected with St. 
James’ Methodist Ep'scopal Church. He 
died Feb. 21, 1897.

“Last July, when Jessie became even 
worse afflicted than ever, my care was 
doubled and the result was that I suffered 
from nervous prostration and was in bed 
nine weeks. During that time we were in 
sore straits and would have despaired if 
it had not been for the great kindness of 
our neighbors. Mrs. Jaseph Freiburg, for 
example, for a long time made it a point 
to send Jessie her dinner every day, and 
others were kind and thoughtful. 

“During that time it became necessary 
to mortgage our horse and wagon and Jes- 
piano. The amount r@ealized was $60. 
The muvorigage falls due next Saturday, 
May &. ; 

“This necessity was a great blow to Jes- 
sie, for the piano was given to her by her 
grandfather, my father, and it has been 
the greatest source of pleasure she has 
had. She is very fond of music and there 
have always been friends to come in and 
piay for her. It is the one thing in life 
that she owns herself and if it should be 
taken away, I am sure I don’t knaw what 
the poor child would do.” 

“Perhaps the Post-Dispatch Readers’ 
Fund can help you out of this difficulty,” 
it was suggested. ‘“‘This fund does not be- 
long to the paper, but to Jessie.

WASHINGTON, May 22.

XPHRIHNCH has developed the ap- 
parent necessity that the person of 
the President of the United States 

be surrounded by a special code of eti- 
quette. There are certain things which 
the opoumnt of the White House cannot 
do, and there are some things which can- 
not be done to him. 


The “oan” and ‘‘cennot’’ mean that it is 
or te not customary. To do them would 
cause comment and criticism. It woud be 
contrary to ‘“‘the properities.”’ And these 
are the kind of proprieties which in the 
course of time become so hardered into 
law that they are apt to be enforced 
even perhaps by the strong hand of a 
menial. 

It is the etiquette, for instance, that the 
President when walking on the street is not 
to be approawhed. Of course, th's would 
not apply to a personal/friend, but it wou'td 
be considered the Aight of impropriety 
for a stranger to atieimpt to introduce hm 
edif or herself. So, M_4 casual acquai:t- 
ance should meet the President 
be greeted by him, it would 
rect for him to turn and waik 
unless espesialiv invited. 

Like most iules of 
founded in a wzood reason 
out the President !s 
eo for diversion, 
to arrive quickly at some destination. In 
either case he dees not desire to hive hus'- 
ness intruded wpon him 
to suffer the eoclety of 
may bore him, or who may 
vate his acquiintande 
tives. These reasons apply to 
qQuaintances, ond there are more various 
ones why strangers should not accost him. 
His official position makes him the inevita- 
bie target for cranks, and the latter are 
always annoying and often dangerous. 

President McKinley frequently walks 
about the streets of Washington, though 
not as much as did President Harrison. 
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Occasionally he goes alone, but generally he 
is accompanied by some member of the 
cabinet or member of Congress. People 
generally recognize him, and it ‘s custom- 
ary to raise the hat. Mr. McKinley ts 
always very gracious and invariably re- 
turns the salutation in the same manner. 

He is very quick, too, to recognize ac- 
Quaintances, and with the old newspaper 
men almost always asks them to walk 
with him. Etiquette then requires that the 
conversation be entirely unofficial in its 
character, unless the President chooses to 
make it otherwise, and even then it is un- 
derstood that the President is not talking 
for publication, 


This suggests another ef the unwritten 
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laws which surround the office. All mem- 
bers of the corps of correspondents in good 
standing know that the President is never 
to be quoted. As a matter of fact few of 
the correspondents ever get a chance to 
quote him. Many members work here 
through the four years of an administra- 
tion and never have a personal audience 
with the occupant of the White House. But 
there are others who kre more fortunate. 
They may have a personal standing, or 
they may have a certain official standing 
aa the fepresentative of some powerful 
organ of the administration, and on im- 
portant occasions, when nothing but a per- 
sonal interview will suffice to seta preger 


understanding of some vital matter, the 
correspondent may meet the President by 
appointment, made through his secretary, 
and have a talk with him. 

The information thus ob’alned is used tn 
an impersonal way. A favorite fiction is 
that familiar one beginning, ‘To a senator 
who called upon him this morning the Pres- 
ident sa‘d that,”’ etc. But ft is all put in the 
third person. The op'nions, preverences, 
purposes or what not of the President are 
set forth, but he is net put between quota- 
tion marks. 

President McKinley is not scruputous tn 
the enforcement of the lesser rules of eti- 
quette, and an example of his persona) kind- 
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liness was furnished a short time ago when 
a newcomer in the Washington newspaper 
field, through lack of knowledge, commit- 
ted a gross breach. The young man had 
been engaged to “‘cover’’ the White House 
for one of the minor press associations, 
and on his first day it was part of his du- 
ties to find whether the President was in- 
tending to accept a certain invitation to 
visit a southern city. 

The new man was lboltering about the 
White House entrance when the President 
returned from his drive. He thought him- 
self quite fortunate to catch the President 
thus, and as Mr. McKinley entered the hall 
the reporter raised his Gnger commanding- 
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ly and stepped into his path. After iIntro- 
ducing himself the young man proceeded to 
fire questions with business-like precigion 
and rapidly, and the President, with a 
twinkle in his eye, replied fully and freely. 
The interview at an d, the reporter 
thanked the President d dismissed 5 
with a cordial gesture. 
Later on the new man met the veteran, 
W. W. Price, who has covered the White 
Hovsee for years for a local paper, and 
mentioned his interview with the President. 
Price was so shocked he scarcely could ex- 
press himself. 

Theoretically, anyone with proper basl- 
ness oan see the President during office 
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hours. Practically there are limitations. 
Members of Congress and cabinet officers 
have the right of wayy. A senator takes 
precedence over a@ coOngtwssmnan; not be- 
cause the framers of the government had 
any idea of making the Senate any more 
honorable in its character than the House, 
but because in practice the senator has 
come to be more influential. He has a long- 
er term; he confirms presidential appoint- 
ments, and kills treaties. In many ways 
he is more important than « cabinet officer. 
The doorkeepers learn the distinctions end 
act accordingly. 

The unofficial world generally sees he 
President under the patronage of seme o@l- 
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clal. Otherwise It is by appointment throug® 
the President’s secretary unless the caller 
is an acquaintance or friend of the Presa 
ident, or comes on important business of 
which the President has already been ape- 
| prised; when a card taken in by the doom 
keeper wil] secure an audience 

There are hundreds of persons whe call 
at the White House “merely to pey thelr 
respects."" Mr. McKinley !s busy and the 
respects have to be left tn the pasteboaré 
form. 


While tn Washington the President does 
not visit his friends. It is contrary to offle 
cial etiquette. He may, and does, go ocche 
sionally to forma! dinners given by Mefie 
bers of the cabinet, the judges of the @ue 
preme Court, and by some of the senatora, 
It is hard to say where the line is crawn, 
but it ts noticeable that there are only @ 
few senators with whom the Presideng 
dines. He has gone to the house of Sena- 
tors Hanna, Foraker and Depew. 


But the President never goes to the house 
of a friend informally, whether he be em 
official or a private citizen. If he wants te 
ece his friends he invites them to the White 
House, and an invitation has Almost the 
force of a command. His intimate friends 
are privileged to drop in informally. Mm 
Dawes is among the few who enjoy full 
freedom of the McKinley latch-string. 

In the case of the mistress of the White 
House the custom ia reversed. If so ine 
clined she ts privileged to visit around with 
all the freedom of any other society woman, 
racing from a pink tea to a lecture, and 
from lecture to shopping, and so on through 
the gamut. But Mrs. MeKinley is not 
strong enough for this. She goes éut only 
occasionally, except to drive or to the thee 
ater. The President's wife is not obliged te 
call after a dinner party, nor do her women 
friends call on the mistress of the White 
House except on special invitat!on. 

Mr. McKiniey ts a conformist. He neves 
viciates custom, nor does erratic things, 
Thus he escapes notice, eritical or othere 
wise. He takés refuge to some extent bee 
hind the cove which has become established 
for the protection of one occupying his of- 
tice; but he does not abuse it. He is not 
as exclusive as elther President Cleveland 
or President Harrison, but he ts very fond 
of his home life, and ft may be sald thag 
behind the screen of formality this home 
life is very simple and charming. Some one

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HOW TO KEEP YOUNG, 


By Sir James Crichton Browne, V ice-President Royal

OW should a man’s life be divided beween work and play 680 as 
H to render it brightest and longest preserved? That is the ques. 
tion submitted-to me, 

The man who gives himeelf up wholly to play i8 an inebriate requir- 
lug reformatory treatment, and even that will not save him from 
premature decay, The man who devotes himself exclusively to work 
is a glutton who damages his constitution and curtails his working 
days. : 

But how is a moderate man to lay out his time between work and 
play to the best advantage? There can be no general rule, If, how- 
ever, some general indication is insisted on, I should say trades union- 
ists have come as near the mark:as may be with eight hours’ work, 
eight heurs'’ play and eight hours’ sleep if play is taken to mean all 
conscious existence not devoted to breadwinning, 

Kight hours is not excessive for a handicraftsman, but if it in- 
cludes active amusement, then a much smaller dose wil suffice, But 
the average brainworker would be foolish who drove his pair of cere- 
bral hemispheres as much as eight hours a day, be they ever so will- 
ing. 

fe a as we now know, does not act as a whole simultaneous- 
ly In all its parts, Rest during continuance of consciousness is as e8- 
sential as sleep to the integrity of the nerve cella, When this rest 
is withheld and activity pushed too far, then fatty changes are in- 
duced in them, The cells, too long kept incandescent, become shrunken, 
A fatigued brain cell can be anatomically distinguished from one fresh 
and vigorous. The fatigued cell speedily recovers itself when allowed 
repose, the gtrain being shifted elsewhere,

Excessive addiction, therefore, to work of any one kind by overtax- 
ing the nerve. cells over the cerebral area tends to set up early senile 
changes in them which may spread from them throughout the brain, 

No experienced physician, should have much difficulty advising any 
man as to the nature and duration of the recreation which he should 
indulge:in. In adult play there should almost always be the element of 
childishness. 

The professional business man works mainly in the association cen- 
ters which form nearly two-thirds of the brain, When he wants play 
he has to turn to the sense-centers and motor-canters where are lo- 
calized the voluntary movements and cursory impressions that are 
brought into operation in sports and pastimes. 

One great principle to bear in mind is that play should be ag re- 
mote as possible from the work in which one is engaged, It is lamen- 
table to see stockbrokers spending evenings at cards, or lawyers, unless 
briefless ones, in gratuitous disputaticns. 

I fee] sure that the remarkable longevity and freedom from dotage 
of our English judges is due te the fact that they can .never sink 
into indolence or routine. Their playtime is prodigious, but as long 
as they are on the bench they have to work their brains genuinely, 

On the other hand, I have seen several cases of mental failure 
in men still in the prime of life, due to their compulsory retirement 
from public service when they had no other pursuits to turn to or when 
they had sickened of perpetual play. 


MIRACLES OF MEMORY. 


By Prof, Charles H. Judd of the University of New 
York. 
NE of the most extraordinary featg of memery ever known was 
() that of Henry Nelson Pillsbury, recently the American cham- 
pion chess player, when he played twenty simultaneous games 
without seeing any of the boards. One blindfold game is far beyond 
the power of 99 out of 109 chess players, but Mr, Pillsbury succeeded in 
the colossal task of remembering for several hours the constantly 


changing positions of 640 bits of wood. 

Not only did he win fourteen, draw five and lose but one of these 
twenty games, but at the close also remembered the details of every 
play and corrected several mistakes which had heen made in recording 
them. 

Wonderful as this is it need not alarm Mr. Pillsbury’s friends with 
fears of a mental breakdown. He has merely given the world one of 
the tnost remarkable examples of what we call visualism--a peculiar 
and rarely cultivated function of memory. 

There is nothing abnormal] in a feat of this kind, and it need not be 
regarded ag an enormous strain upon the mind, Abnormality only ap- 
pears when one faculty atultifies all the others, The probable fact is 
that Pillsbury has discovered a better method of playing chess than 
others, which makes a hitherto impossible task comparatively easy for 
him, I am certain that he could not have played twenty tables by the 
aid of any artificial memory system. ; 

These systems are like crutches—they help up to a certain point and 
then are more apt to hinder, Visualizing is simply a matter of con- 
centration and development of a certain pictorial quality of memory 


Those who are most likely to exce] are those who devote themselves 
They develop the faculty of becoming 


entirely to one mental pursuit, 
oblivious of al] that takes place around them, 


I once knew a minister who memorized his sermon by this method 
of visualizing. He would reproduce in“his mind the manuscript just as 
it had been written, so that whenever it was blotted he would have

slight degree, and it may be cultivated. One o: the simplest methods 
of strengthening the memory in this line is to endeavor to recall what

T MAY, of course, be urged that municipal ownership would enor- 
mously increase the number of city employes and go strengthen 
a vicious administration, that it would Play directly into the hands 


Yet he 
does not embrace the opportunity with enthusiasm. He has not plunged 
into the tide and made himself the champion of a policy universally 
popular with wage earners. He is too clever. He no doubt finds the 
employes of great corporations enjoying public franchises already as 
loyal as he could wish, and it !s much simpler to collect campaign as- 
sessinents from private officials thar. from city employes. Indeed, 
one could hardly doubt that ownership by the city of its transportation 
facilities would palpably purify the politica) atmosphere, It would 
cripple rather than strengthen the partisan, and he scents danger in the 
propoeition. ‘ 

But the principle of municipal ‘ownership leads to developments 
more far-reaching and morally instructive, and indicates @ straight 
road to the ultimate enlightenment of the corporate conscience, To be 
permanent, this last of course must be preceded by the enlightenment 
of the individual conscience, but, at the same time, municipalization 
may effectually promote the process. This may be done by steadily 
broadening the scope of municipal activity until it shall embrace the 
functions of philanthropic serfiice now performed by an infinite variety 
of voluntary organizations. en the people assume extensive and in- 
creasing philanthropic duties and responsibilities—functions of benefi- 
cence in-which the financial is subordinated to the ‘moral quality— 
they wi)l begin to apprehend the privilege of public service. The selfish 
intcrcat in good government, appealed to by municipal ownership of the 
60-called public utilities, would be superseded by moral interest. The 
individual conscience, first aroused by an administration of positive 
virtue and progressive effort, would penetrate and permanently occupy 
the executive chamber. 

The condition of the English municipal governments before the 
Reform Act of 1835 was nearly as bad as ours to-day. The new democra- 
cies created by that measure had not time to develop the local boss 
before the rising tide of municipal activity commenced to awaken the 
social conscience, They were, moreover, protected by the simplicity of 
the nominating provisions of the election code, which enabled the 
people to express themselves at the polls without the intervention of 
the pertisan. At any rate, the fact can hardly be contested that the 
extraordinary efflorescence of the true civic spirit which to-day char- 
acter'zes the cities of Great Britain is due to the operation of the 
public ownership policy. The corporations of Glasgow, Birmingham, 
Manchester and a host of other cities, have ceased to be mere passive 
Spectators of the development of the community by individuals. They 
have become conscious of their own existence; have realized that the 
state was intended to be a vital entity, an active agent of beneficence. 
a positive factor in human progress, That the public spirit generated 
by this policy is fully equal to its responsibilities ig best attested by the

#& DANGER # THREATENS »& ENGLAND'S »# CHURCH .# ESTABLISHMENT. .# 


By the Duke of Newcastle. 

HE Established Church of England is just now in the throes of a 
controversy that has been approaching a climax for years. The 
contending parties are what are known as the Catholic element 

of the Church of England, who favor Sacerdotalism, and the Extreme 
Frotestants, who desire to banish all such rites as incense swinging 
and candle burning and reduce the church service to primitive meth- 
ods. So fierce has the contention become that Parliament, who claims 
jurisdiction over the church, has seriously considered the question of 


revising the prayerbook & proposition that is meeting with much oppo- 


sition among the church people, 
; The mistakes that are likely to be made, the evils and dangers that 


ere sure to accrue and the perpetual dissensions that are inseparable 
from the attempt to make the church a state institution were never 
more aptly illustrated than in the present unhappy state of the Church 
of England. Trouble is ahead for the established church of my native 
jand and the dangers gather thickly and darkly around this ancient in- 
etitution. 

The dissension may be said to have had its birth coincidentally with 
the appearance in public of an eccentric individual named John Kensit, 
and, in fact, if any credit is deserved for stirring up trouble Kensit 
may rightly claim it, for he started the ball rolling, In the seclusion 
where he vended books Kensit might have forever remained unknown 
had he not in an evil moment, or, as he probably thinks, in a moment 


of inspiration, conceived the idea that he was divinely appointed to at- 
tack the existing methods of church worship. Kensit's debut, if I may 
be allowed to use the expression, in this self-appointed role of reformer 
of church services made a sensation. Well it might, for the radical 
method selected by him to carry on his crusade was to rise during the 
most solemn portion of a church service and denounce the minister and 
people as wrong in their conceptions of the true and acceptable manner 
cf approaching the Diety. It is unnecessary to go into those objections 
in detail. The eccentric bookseller had views that differed diametrically 
from those of the ministers of the established church, and his method 
of airing those views called such widespread attention to them that the 
whole country rang with the noise of it. 

In free countries there is usually one outcome to such a course as 
that adopted by the bookseller. Questions are asked in the public as- 
semblies. answers and explanations have necessarily to be forthcoming, 
then sides are taken, and thereafter the matter has its opponents and 
its champions. That was the case with Kensit. Ever since his first 
appearance in the role of reformer, which appearance has been re- 
peated many times since, there has been a controversy pro and con 
concerning the questions raised. Extreme Protestants in Lancashire 
petitioned their member of Parliament to bring the matter before the 
House. A natural and,easy transition from talk to action was to raise 
the question of a revision of the prayerbook, the revision to take the 
form of atriking out all that was considered to savor of Sacerdotalism, 


and eliminate any definite statement of doctrine or anything approach- 
ing Catholic doctrine. 

Now, revision is good in the abstract and no one objects to improve- 
ments that are made by competent hands. But, consider the flaring 
absurdity of the British Parliament attempting to revise the Book of 
Common Prayer. Formerly, when members of the House of Commons 
were nominally churchineu, the connection between church and state 
was permissible, but now to do so is an anomaly. Imagine the United 
States Congress sitting to decide what rites should or should not be 
observed in the churches of the country! Yet that is what the British 
Parliainent has the power to do, and talks of doing it. 


It is as fitting for the member of Parliament who is not a church- 
man to revise the Book of Common Prayer as fora military man to 
lay down the law of waterways to a mariner, or vice versa. Parlia- 
ment to-day is composed of men of all religions, and no religions, and 
yet this body claims to have the entire control of the Church of En- 
gland and can, at its pleasure, dictate the manner in which the service 
of the church shall be conducted and the ritual observed. 

The anomalousness of the situation will be nowhere more readily 
seen than in this country, for a parallel here is almost unthinkable. 
The oniy remedy for .the existing state of affairs is disestablishment,. 
The Church of England must be cut loose from state control and be a 
free mstitution, officered by those who are competent to control a 
great religious body, formulate its methods of worship and conduct its

Survivor of a Remarkable Train Wreck Tells 


the Story of a 


Disaster Which 


Almost Cost His Life.

Gregory, engincer, anc Thomas G. 
Holman, fireman, in the employ of the St. 
Louis, Iran Mountain & Southern Railway 
were rescued unconscious and brougnt to 
Zhe railroad hospital in St. Louis. 

They were discharged from the institution 
fast week, but they are still in plaster casts, 
weiting for their broken bones end cuts and 
@brasions to heal before resuming the peril- 
ous duties in the discharge of which they 
have just had one of the most marvelous 
and inexplicable escapes in the history of 
the railroad business in this country. 

Fireman Holman thus relates the story of 
the accident: 

“Engineer Gregory and I were pulling 
Passenger 2271, going south, on the night of 
April 17 last. At 11:30 o'clack we were two 
and one-half miles south of Howcott, La., 
€ll miles below St. Louis. The whole coun- 
ty was covered with water and Gregory 
Wes feeling his way in an effort to detect

“We expected trouble this side of Fish 

Creek trestle, just out of Howoott, and 

slowed down to a stop. But we 

found the track all right. We had no an- 

Geipation of danger at the other end of the 

trestle, where the ground was high, well 
banked and substantial. 

“Gregory pulled along slcwly across the 
trestle. We had gone about 30 yards 
farther, feeling the ground hard and safe, 
and the engineer was in the very act of 
urging the engine forward when I felt my- 
self going down, down—down—I didn't know 
where, and had no time to think. And that’s 
the last I knew until many hours afterward. 

“Our speed at the moment of the acci- 
dent was not over seven and one-half miies 
an hour, The engine had gone down in a 
washout that was % feet deep and 30 feet 
across. She sank at the tender, with her 
emokestack up, the tender Standing on its 
forward end. The tender turned its three 
tons of coal over on top of the cab, adding 
jto the weight that was on the engineer and 
‘myself. How we got out of it alive God 
only knows. 

“The postal car, immediately following.

and landed on the track cn the other sida 
It carried the engine’s sm‘kestack and 
headlight along with it, end they were 
found imbedded on the car's front end. 
“When the postal car’s trucks dropp«d, 
they feH end up. The baggage car, which 
was next, lost its forward truck and its 
front fell and rested on the upturned end 
of the tender. There it remained, ready 
to move forward upon vs at ony moment. 
“The fall of the bazgage truck 4 sc »nnect- 
ed tne air brake, which, working autcimnat- 
ically under the sleeping car, at once 
Stopped the train. The passengers got out, 
and wading in three feet of water, came to 


our rescue. Gregory and I were hours under 
the coal and wreckage, ut as both of us 


were unconsclovs we knew novhing abvcut 
it. Our ribs were broken, we were badly 
scratched ¢erd amass of cuts and bruises 
were on fcad and body, The company had 
us brought up’to St. Louis, where we are 
slowly recoverirg from the Iinjur.s. 

“Our engine was a 10-wnce!l passenger and 
a* the point where the wreck ccourred we 
are usually going at the rate of 35 tv 40 
miles an hour. Altogether it was the most 
remarkable wreck I ever knew in the his- 
tory of railroading. If we had been muk- 
ing our customary rpeed the whole train 
would have been thrown down the empank- 
ment and many of the passengers k'/iied. 
As it was, none but the eng ncer and tre- 
man suffered any injury whatever.” 

When the wrecking crew got to work they 
found they could not detach the ciair car 
from the baggage cor without letting tha 
latter go down upon the wrecked eng.ne, 
und the exercise of great skill and labor 
was required to pull the baggege and chair 
cars back from the washout. But eventual- 
ly the work was acccmplished and 
track. cleared.

Engiucer Gregory is 48 years old and has 
been 2 years in the employ of the com- 
pany.

§ which will meet in this city on June 

19, will occupy a great hall built es- 
pecially for the purpose of accommodating 
this vast assemblage. 

Funds for the construction of this butld- 
ing were raised by voluntary subscription, 
to the amount of $100,000 in cash. 

Mayor Ashbridge, ag the chairman ofthe 
Philadelphia citizens’ national] convention 
committee, has sent to every one of the 
contributors of the last quarter of the con- 
vention fund a little leaflet containing the 
names of all the subscribers. A foot note 
in the leaflet shows that the various ‘‘quar- 
ters’’ were completed in the following or- 
der: 

First, February, $25,967; second, March, 
$26,085; third, April, $25,107; fourth, May, $22,- 
891; total, $100,000. 
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what the actual conventiqn expenditures 
were, an, perhaps, prevents the adoption 
of strict requirements as to the accounting 
for those expenditures. 

It is only when there has been a com- 
plete revolution in a national committee 
that an outsider can get anything like an 
accurate idea of convention expenditures. 
In 1896 the Democratic national convention 
at Chicago turned out the old conservative 
Democrats from the national committee 
and substituted Bryan Democrats in many 
instances. 


Members of that new Detnocratiec nation- 
al committee, which has been in power 
ever since and is now arranging for the 
Kansas City convention which will elect 
its successor, have felt free to talk about 
the expenditures of the old Democratic na- 
tional committee in atranging and 
managing the convention of 1896. They 
say that they believe that was the most 
expensive convention ever held, because not 
one dollar of the $40,000 raised by the city 


of Chicago for the convention expenses 
and handed to the old committeee was ever 
turned over by the old committee to the 
new committee. 


The members of the new committee as- 
sume, of course, that all of this money was 
spent on the corvention, although they 
cannot account for it by items, since they 
say they have no detailed report of it. They 
know some of the i.ems and frankly say 
that they consider them extravagant. For 
example, they say that the engraved tickets 
af admission for delegates, national com- 
mitieemen, newspaper men and general 
spectators cost $200, while the tickets for 
the Kansas City convention, which will be 
just as good, will not cost two-thirds of 
that amount, perhaps not balf. They esti- 
mate that the total expenses of the Kansas 
City convention may not exceed between 
$20,000 and $25.000, and that they will cer- 
tainly not be more than $30,000

In Sparta one finds some very in- 
teresting types of the Swot. One need not 
read the stories of J. M. Barrie or of Ian 
Maclaren for local Scotch color. It may be 
be found right in Sparta. There are mem- 
bers of the Old Light Church, Illinois farm- 
ers or small tradesmen, who recall most 
vividly some of the characters in ‘“The Lit- 
tle Minister.””

The Scotch Covenanter is a man of Crom- 
Wellian steadfastness of faith. In Scotland 
centuries ago it was an old custom for 
those associated ina common cause to bind 
themselves together to the death in its sup- 
port. Such a bond was the cavenant. Origi- 
nally it was a private bond. by which the 
barons who upheld the first preachers of 
reform united for mutual support and the 
destruction of popery in 1561. In 1681, 
when there was a general dread of a revi- 
val of popery, the Protestant clergymen 
drew up a band, which James I was the 
first to sign. This was known as the First 
Covenant. In 16388 when Charles I tried to 
force the English liturgy on the Church of 
Scotland there was a revival of the cove- 
nant, with a clause added against the bish- 
ops. This was signed by high and low. 
From that time the covenant was a watch- 
word and a war-cry of the Scotch Presby- 
terian party. : 

When the English Parliament sought 
Scotch aid in 1643 the Scotch demanded that 
the agreement between the nations be con- 
firmed by a@ pact to which both be sworn. 
This was caled the Solemn League and 
Covenant. 

The Scots wanted the covenant imposed 
upon the whole Engiish nation. The failure 
of the Westminster Assembly to make this 
decree was disappointing to them. When 
Charles II went to Scotland in 1m), a 
the invitation of the estates, he was com 
pelled to sign the covenant before he land- 
ed and again at h's coronation. Natwith- 
Standing this, after the Restoration, the 
covenant was burned by the common hang- 
man, by order of the King, as an unlawful 
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nue, in St. Louis. 


In 1581 the Seotch Presbyterians entered 
into a covenant to maintain their relig:on 
without innovation. This covenant was re- 
newed by the general assembly in 1688 
which decreed that the faith should be 
kept in the same form as in 1581 and that 
all innovations introduced since that time 
be rejected. This covenant still binds the 
members of the Reformed Presbyterian 
churches in St. Louis and Sparta. 

The Covenanters were persecuted for 
many years in Scotland and Ireland, whith- 
er some of them went. There were several 
conflicts which might be called civil wars 
on account of the religious disagreements. 
Cavenanters were hunted to the death. 
Many perished, but all were steadfast. 

In 1743 a clergyman named Miller or- 
ganized a presbytery which gave the name 
of Reformed Presbyterians to the sect. 

The name of Covenanters was first taken 
after the renewal of the covenant in 1638, 
but it is more generally associated with 
those insurgents of the reign of Charles 
II, who went to arms in defense of the 
Presbyterian form of church government. 
The covenant was denounced as a seditious 
oath and its upholders were regarded as 
rebels, In 1662 an act was passed re-estab- 
lishing the epicopacy and the Presbyterian 
clergy who refused to acknowledge the 
bishops were ejected from their parishes. 
The Covenanters rallied around these min- 
isiers. Meetings called conventicles were 
held, necessarily secret, as such gather- 
ings were forbidden on pain of death. In 
order to be admitted to one of these con- 
venticles a Covenanter carried a token, a 
p.ece of metal inscribed with a verse of 
scripture, 

In the Old Light Church at Sparta, II, 
this custom of Carrying a token still ob- 
tains. On communion day, twice a year, 
each member goes to the table with a small 
piece of lead in the palm of his hand. The 
token signifies that he is of the covenant. 

After the accession of William of Orange 
the rejected ministers were reinstated and 
adherence to the covenarftt ceased to be a 
crime. Prior to this time, however, many 


Covenanters had gone to lveland and thence 
;no sense adapted to the requirements of a 


had emigrated to America. Thus it comes 
about that the Covenanters in the United 
States, many of whom are of Scotch-Irish 
descent, born and bred in the covenant, 
have brought down to the present genera- 
tion its peculiar requirements. 

There are about 10,000 Scotch Covenanters 
in the United States. lowa has several 
congregations. Kansas also has a few. In 
Pittsburg there ig quitg a center of Cove- 
nanters and in the State of New York there

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convention expenses, because every conven- 
tion is different from every other conven- 
tion. Alterations in the hall might make 
the bill of expenses differ by $5000 or $10,000 
from the convention of the other party in 
the same year ay» froin a convention before 
or after. In a mugh way, it is possible to 
make a pretty’ good estimate of expenses 
for what might be called an average con- 
vention by comparing such fragments of in- 
formation as the party managers are will- 
ing to give on the subject. 

Certain things are expected by every na- 
tional committee of the city which has the 
honor to entertain the convention. It must, 
of course, provide the hall and whatever al- 
terations are necessary, ard the seats and 
cther furniture, an@ the decorations and 
a number of incidentals such as stationery. 
It must pay the expetuses of engraving the 
tickets and providing the bands of music 
for the convention proceedings. It must 


provide for the entertainment of the nation- 
al committee as a body with a large suite 


of the best hatel rooms as “headquarters,” 
and the rule is to provide for the enter- 
tainment of the individua! members of the 
committee as well. The ordinary delegates 
must pay their own expenses or have them 
paid by their state organization. All 
they get are a few tickets of admission 
each for their friends, which in-some cases 
have been sold to meet personal expenses. 

The praceedings of the convention are 
always reported by stenographers and pub- 
lished afterward in full, and this is done 
at the expense of the host city. Carriages 
and other conveniences, luncheuns and oth- 
er eatables wend drinkable, are among the 
other items which may be in the conven- 
tion expenses. As a rule the national com- 
mittee is asked the highest prices and does 
not. hesitate ta pay them for whatever it 
thinks necessary. If the hall has to be 
rented the rental may vary from $2000 to 
$5000. If alterations have to be made, as is 
almost always the case, they may cort as 
much more, and the bill for the decora- 


tions may be equally large. * The enterfain- 
ment of the national committee as a body 
and as individuals may cost several thow- 
sand dollars. Music in the convention may 
take from $100 to $300 a day. 

As a rule, the employes of the convention 
staff receive no wages, but serve for love 
and glory. Some of them may receive 
money for their expenses, or what might 
be called gratuities in some other shape, 
but this seems to be considered exceptional. 

It is obvious that no one can say what 
a given convention will cost. It seems 
to be considered that $20,000 Is a reasonable 
minimum, and $40,000 a reasonable maxi- 
mum of cost, and that anything above or 
below would be very exceptional. 

But whether the expense is more or less 
will never be known tothe public. Indeed, 
it will never be kfiown to the city that en- 
tertains the convention, The city makes 
its invitation attractive with an offer of a 
lump sum of money and then turns it over 
without asking any questions.

F OLD the Spartan mothers said to 
() their sons when they went forth to 

battle: “Come home with your 
shields or upon them.’’ The Spartan moth- 
ers of this town prefer to keep their sons, 
likewise their daughters, at hone; but 
they have prepared for them a shield 
against temptations by erecting a building 
for public amusement and edification. 

The Sparta Woman’s Council is show- 
inz what the women of any small town may 
do for the common good if they are willing 
to band together without bickering and 
work assiduously for a noble cause. They 
have proved that the women alone, indepen- 
deat of the aid of the business-trained men 
folks, may undertake and carry to success- 
ful issue a project requiring business ability, 
commercial courage and capital. They have 
effectually refuted the ancient slander that 
women are incapable of achieving large re- 
sults in association of considerable number 
because of quarrels @mong themselves. 

And they have done all this without I!n 
the least becoming “new women’’ in the 
popular acceptance of the characterization. 

Within the past year ayd a half the 
Sparta Woman’s Council has purchased 
ground, drawn plans, bullt a commodious 
public hall with many unique and useful 
auxiliary features, raised the capital re- 
quired, negotiated the necessary loans, 
earned much money in divers interesting 
ways, and placed the enterprise unon a firm 
financial basis which promises ere many 
years not only to clear the association of 
indebtedness but to earn substantial profits 
for its further development. 

In the summer of 1898 Mrs. J. W. Weir, 
wife of a prominent physician; Mrs. R. H. 
Rosborough, whose husband owns the Ros- 
borough coal mine; Mrs. WLilian B. Gor- 
don, wife of a mill-owner, amd herself a 
leading public schoo] teacher, and Mrs, M. 
A. Borders, whose son succeeded 
father as prt sident of the Sparta 
with about fifty other women 
organized the Woman’s Council. 

“In Sparta we had no hall where public 
entertainments could be given,” said Mrs. 
Borders. ‘There was a stuffy little den 
where theatrical performances were held

city like Sparta, which has 4000 inhabitants, 
an excellent High School, electric lights, 
natural gas and many other modern con- 
veniences. We determined to erect a sult- 
able building where all sorts of conventions, 
religious, political and social, could be held, 
and whither the young people might resort 
to spend their evenings and other spare 
hours in wholesome amusements and edify- 
ing pastimes. 

“Prior to this time our young men, When

they called on the young ladies, had ne 
place to take their sweethearts. A walk 
was proposed, and after being seen to- 
gether on the streets a few times the tongue 
of gossip was turned loose against them. 
So we women got together, and we built 
the Woman’s Council Building.” 

At first the Spartan fathers were in- 
clined to question the ab‘lity of the motherg 
to achieve their ambitious purpose. But 
the women set to work with a will. They 
had no money with which to begin. In the 
fall of 98 an art fair was held in the stuffy 
old hall, which netted $65. With this nucleus 
the women started, and now they have 4 
large buiiding, completed except as to cer- 
tain interior arrangements, an acre of land 
for which they paid $800, an organ, a piano, 
chairs and other furnishings. They have 
expended about $4000. They borrowed $159 
from William Kuntz, a Spartay. Their as- 
sociation has been incorporated under the 
laws of Illino:s, and they have taken stock 
in a building and loan association to pay off 
their remaining indebtedness by install- 
ments. 

In many ways the women have earned 
money to promote their project. To buy 
the jand many of the members took stock 
in the association at $10 per share. A few 
small donations were rece.ved from the 
men, but none of more than $100. Fairs 
and gsociables, picnics and parties, quilting 
bees and spelling matches have been held, 
each netting a profit. 

“We make a profit on everything we do,” 
Mrs. Gordon. “We don’t believe in 


says 
failure.’ 

When the new building was opened last 
September it was dedicated to the “moral. 
spiritual, intellectual and social welfare of 
the people.” ‘The initial entertainment was 
a concert by Mrs. Lucy Hoiman Hinchcliffe, 
formerly of St. Louis, now temporarily re- 
siding in Sparta. Mrs. Hinchliffe for years 
was on the stage in legitimate drama, later 
in vaudeville, and until recentiy in concert 
and opera. She studied in New York and 
Paris, sang in Paris and London concert 
halls, and not long ago ret-red to be with 
her family. Mrs. Hinchcliffe has a strong, 
rich basso-contralto voice. She donated her 
services for the concert, which netted the 
Woman’s Council $117. With this money 300 
chairs were bought for the entertainment 
hail. 

To pay the Interest on the note for $1500 
held by Mr. Kuntz, a novel method of earn- 
ipgs money was resorted to last month. At 
a’meeting of the council it was decided that 

ch member should earn a dollar or more 
t@ apply to the interest fund. At a subse- 
quent meeting the members told in verse 
how they had earned their contributions, 
Some ladies had baked cookies, cakes and 
pies. Others had made aprons and overalls. 
Others bad sold newspapers. 

The oldest member of the council is Mra, 
grunt pe: who was in her Wth year 
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when, last June, she lald the cornerstone 
of the Woman's Counci] Building, placing 
records and mementoes within. Mrs, Fos- 
ter is an enthusiast for the cause, She 


earned $2 for the interest fund by plecing - 


a quilt for Mrs. Borders, and in her verses 
telling how she did it she expressed herself 
somewhat in this manner: 


“Though I am 90 years of age, 
l’d have you all to know 

When in @ good cause I engage 
i'm not too old to sew.” 


A few months ago the Woman's Council 
edited for one weekly issue the Sparta 
Plaindealer. Mrs. Rosborough was editor- 
in-chief, This lady was formerly Miss Eli- 
zabeth McCutcheon of St. Louis, and she 
has literary and artistic ability. Ghe or- 
ganized her staff, put advertising solicitors 
to work, had special articles written, and 
the Plaindealer was compelled to add two 
extra pages to the woman’s edition. The 
ladies sold the paper on the streets and de- 
livered it to houses. The week's issue 
netted them. $107. 

The building is in the center of @ plot of 
e&rassy ground which, later on, is to be 
made into a park.

The wide 
Windows are so arranged that they cag 
be propped open, sash and all, in summer 
time, thus virtually making the entire gtruce 
ture an open-air pavilion.

Will Be the Most Absorbing Conversation in Amer- 
ica Early To-Morrow Morning and in Nearly 
All of the Civilized World During the Day.

MORROW, for the first time in many 
years, a total eclipse of the sun will 
take place which will be visible over 
a considerable part of the United States. 
There will not~be another eclipse of the 
game character in the same region for 
eighteen years and twelve days. 

The path of the eclipse crosses deneely 
populated areas. It is not necessary to see 
it te journey to the ends of the globe. 

Beginning in the Pacific Ocean, west of 
Mexico, the shadow caused by the moon 
will enter the United States tn the vicinity 
of New Orleans. The breadth of the total 
ehadow will be about seventy-five miles, 
and it will travel across the southeastern 
part of the United States until it starts 
across he Atlantic from Norfolk, Va. 

In the middle of this strip will lie the 
best points for observation. Astronomers 
have taken etations, and are now complet- 
ing arrangementa for photographio, sepec- 
troscopio and telescopic work. 

Besides the area of the dark shadow cast 
by the moon, called the umbra, there will 
be @ wide area of a thinner shadow, the 
penumbra. Cities in the line of the deeper 
ghadow will see a total eclipse; those outside 
this area will only see a partial eclipse. 
Though the eclipse will be total in Norfolk, 
tt will only be partial in St. Louis 

New Yorkers will be enabled to obtain a 
view of a nine-tenths eclipse, as will the 
New England states, the Ohlo Valley and 
the southern Rocky Mountain districts. 
Only eight-tenths of the eclipse will be seen 
from the great lakes region, the lower Mis- 
gourt and southern California, while the 
northern Rocky Mountains will have but a 
six-tenths view. The shadow will strike 
New Orleans at 7:27 a. m., and will last 
one minute and thirteen seconds. Totality 
takes place at Norfolk at 8:54 a. m., and 
will last one minute and forty-two seconds. 

In the latitude of St. Louis the eclipse 
will begin at 6:43 a, m., will be central] at 
7:09, and will end at 8:55, plus one minute, 
eorrected for standard time, 

The best way to see the eclipse is through 
@n opera-glass or telescope of low power. 
When a powerful instrument is employed a 
large part of the most beautiful portion 
of the exhibit—the mysterious corona—is 
lost. A piece of smoked glass should be 
placed over the eyepiece of the glass. An- 
other simple device is to pierce a visiting 
'oard with a pinhole and, holding it in 
*ront of a ecreen, allow the sun to fall on 
it. We are then enabled, without strain- 
ing the eyes, to watch the phases of the oc- 
culation. A third excellent method is to 
thrust a epyglass through a screen, the 
wide end of the glass toward the sun, The 
eyepiece ig held in front of a card, and 
the round diso of the sun is cast on this 
card. Every change of the eclipse may 
thus be observed with precision of detail, 
from the moment the little notch caused 
by the moon's invasion appears on the 
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“western edge of the sun until the moon has 
passed entirely over the No 
amoked glass is required in this experiment. 
The dest points for observation are on 
elevated positions as far above the sur- 
rounding country as possible. 

In the absence of opera glasses or tele- 
scope, three «trips of colored glass joined 
form the best medium 
Deep blue, green or 
giasses are the best. 

When tho shadow of the eclipse has loft 
the United States it crosses the Atlantic 
Ocean, and, passing throveh Portugal and 
Spain, giides along the southern borders of 
the Mediterranean, crosses Egypt and ends 
in the Red 
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Astronomers regard this event as one of 
utmost importance. Two expeditions un- 
der the United States governmert will be 
located in North Carolina and Georgia. Par- 
ties from the Smithsonian Institute will be 
under the direction of Prof. S. P. Langley, 
Princeton will be represented by Prof. 
Young, who has devoted his life to the study 
of the sun, while Yerkes Observatory will 
be represented by Prof. Hale. More than 
100 expeditions are in the field along the 
path of totality. Thousands of amaters 
will also take camera observations. One 
of the finest photographs of the Indian 
eclipse df 1896 was taken by an amateur 
using an ordinary camera. Ordinary plates 
will serve for obtaining photcgraphs, the 
exposure being from one to two seconds. 
The camera should first be focussed on some 
obiect about three-fourths of a mile away. 

The great value of an eclipse is the op- 
portunity which it affords for studying the 
sun. It is only when the sun is obscured 
by some object high in the air, and suffi- 
ciently large to cut off the light, that ob- 
servations may be made, 


Though the diameter of the sun is 18% 
times larger than that of the earth, its 
volume is 1,279,000 times more immense, and 
its mass $24,000 times heavier, and the moon 
is smaller than the earth, yet, during an 
eclipse, the disc of the moon completely 
covers the apparent face of the sun. The 
moon is so much nearer than the sun that 
the magnitude of the former body appears 
greatly enlarged. The sun is nearly 93,- 
000,000 miles distant from the earth; the 
moon is only 238,000 miles away. 

The exact coanposition of the sun has long 
been an apject of interest to astronomers. 
By means of the epectroscope it has-been 
ascertained that the sun is surrounded by 
masses of hydrogen. This gas has manifest- 
ea itself in the enormous red-flamed promi- 
nences which exhibit themselves on the 
outer surface during an ecliptic period. 
Other substances—such as helium and cor- 
ondum—were supposed to belang exclusively 
to the sun until the former element was 
found in Norway. 


The surface of the gun exhibits pertodi- 
cally remarkable “spots.’’ The spots are Dy 
some authorities supposed to influence the 
climatic changes of the earth. As the com- 
position of the sun protuberances has been 
ascertained, there is no reason why the 
makup of the other portions of the sun’s 
surface may not be discovered. 

The protuberances of the sun asumes fan- 
tastic foms. Some hook like trees, others 
like fluted columns, tornadoes, waterspouts, 
tongues of fire and clouds, assuming at dif- 
ferent times all manners of forms. They 
shoot up from the surface as if caused by 
terrific explosions. Gome of these flames 
have been shown to be 142,000 miles high, 
18 times the diameter of the earth. The 
substances which cause them are burning 
gases, the nature of which hag not yet 
been discovered. These gases cause great 
tongues of flame to shoot out thousands 
of miles from the sun’s disc. 

Next to the red flames, the most wonder- 
ful sight during an eclipse is the corona, 
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It consists of three layers, The first is a 
brilliant, red colored ring near the sun; next 
to this layer the light is fainter, while be- 
yond, it lengthens into an enormous halo, 
irregular in outline, whose rays look like 
the beams of light which pass from cloud 
to cloud when the sun is near the horizon, 
They have been known to extend to dis- 
tances three times the diameter of the 
sun, Of 2,480,000 miles. 

The mystery of the red, flery promi- 
nences next to the sun has been partially 
solved. Sclence knows that they are com- 
posed of hydrogen. The corona, however, 
is yet an unknown. quantity. 

Along the path of totality, and during the 
period of totality, the light red prominences 
the sierra as they are called, or mountain- 
ous-appearing masses of glowing gases— 
are the first to attract attention. cmeg | 


can be seen as the sun’s Nght diminishes, 
and the moon moves over, hiding those on 
the eastern and revealing those on the 
western margin; while those on the north 
and south gradually appear and gradually 
fade away. ; . 

There is also seen a border of a deep red 
color during the period of totality, and this 
border entirely surrounds the sun; it is es- 
timated .that this flaming red envelope 
has a depth of from three to four thou- 
sand miles. Compared with the prominences, 
which sometimes extend 200,000 miles from 
the surface of the sun, this red envelope is 
rather of modest appearance. 

A total eclipse is one of the most impres- 
sive sights seen by mortal man. The put- 
ting out of the sun’s light, the source of 
all energy on the earth, Is an awe-inspiring 
event, and in superstitious ages was looked 
upon as a portent full of dire meaning. 
Since science has furnished an explanation 
of the event, however, the mind regards 
the phenomenon with almost as much com- 
placency as a sunrise. 

There is one moment, however, during 
an eclipse when onlookers do not seem to 
throw off entirely the fceling of oppressive 
dread. 

Ait the time of total eclipse, when’ the 
earth is covered by a mysterious gloam- 
ing, and the air grows chill, as with a 
breath from a vaulted tomb, we cannot 
but marvel at the great scene which nature 
is rehearsing before us, and mysterious, 
inexplicable dread takes possession of ev- 
eryone, There is universal joy as soon as 
the first bright gleams of the sun reap- 
pear. , 

Birds amd lower animals are curfously af- 
fected by eclipses. The animals show signs 


of distress, and biris go to roost. Flowers 
close as if night were coming on, 

We are apt not to realize the import- 
ance of the gun to our sphere until an 
event of this kind occurs. Think what 
would happen should the 6un remain 
eclipsed forever! A forms of life would 


disappear from the globe, and our earth 
would become iike the moon—a cold and 
lifeless abject]

N speaking of eclipses the meaning has 
| been popularly narrowed down so that 
the term eclipse is understood to mean 
the concealment of the sun by the moon— 
a solar eclipse; the obscuration of the moon 
by the earth—a lunar eclipse. There may 
be as many as seven eclipses in a year, 
most of them only partial solar eclipses; at 
least two must be total lunar eclipses. 
We cannot have less than two eclipses fm 


@ year; in such event they must be total | 


eclipses of the gun. As eclipses occur on 
irregular dutes it can be easily understood 
that each succeeding eclipse will be seen 
in different parts of the earth, due to the 
earth’s motion around the sun and the 
moon’s motion around the earth. 

An eclipse of the sun is best seen by 
smoking a piece of glass and placing the 
smoked glass in front of a good pair of 
opera glasses of medium power. The field 
of view will then include the sun suffi- 
ciently magnified to carefully follow the 
progress of the moon across his surface. 
A little experimenting any bright day will 
teach anyone just how dense the coating 
of smoke should be. The smoking is best 
done by holding the glags over a lighted 
lamp turned up high enough to give off a 
fine cloud-like smoke. Opera or field glass- 
es should not be smoked, as smoking de- 
stroys the value of their lenses. 

In the losality in which an eclipse is to- 
tal the moon will be seen to move steadily 
forward over the sun's surface, 80 that an 
imaginary line drawn in the direction of 
the moon's motion would pass through the 
cemter of both sun and moon. As the 
moon advances the light of the sun de- 
creases until it is possible to discard the 
smoked glass and observe the sun's ap- 


pearance through the opera glass alone, 

As the moon has no atmcsphere it has the 
appearance to us of a black disc being 
held by an unseen hand between us and 
a glowing incandescent globe, 

In the vicinity of St. Louis the eclipse 
will be about eight-tenths of total; for this 
reason the corona or glowing eruptions 
on the surface of the sun cannot be seen 
at their best, but the red envelope can be 


discovered at the point where the moon 
least obscures the sun's light, and just be- 
fore the eastern edge of the moon covers 
the eastern edge of the sun, and at the 
moment when the western edge of the 
moon leaves the western edge of the sun; 
at these moments observers should look 
carefully for breaks in the surface of the 
glowing band which is seen to surround 
the sun. Should a break be found, and 
the conditions favorable for observing the 
very dim corona, it will be seen that a 
great valley has formed among these im- 
mense mountains of glowing gases, and 
that it extends to the dark solid surface of 
the sun, A study of sun spots, the forms 
of these glowing masses of fiery vapors 
on the surface of the sun, and the magnetic 
conditions of vhe earth as recorded by our 
Weather Bureau and astronomical observ- 
atories go to show that during a period 
known as the ll-year cycle regular changes 
of these phenomena take place, and report 
themselves during this cycle, and the ques- 
tion Ys asked by us what do these condi- 
tions mean? Are thesa phenomena elec- 
trical or magnetic? In what form is ener 
gy transmitted from the sun to the planets 
of the solar system of which the earth is 
one? 

These are the two principal astronomical 
questions of the hour, and their solution 
will be as t#mportant as the discovery by 
Newton of the laws of gravitation. One of 
the most interesting and plausihle specula- 
tions along this line has been that the sun 
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the sun throws cut a field of force which is 
magnetic in its nature and which, when it 
strikes the earth’s atmosphere, ts converted 
into other forms of energy besides ordinary 
sunlight. This theory would separate light 
rays and heat rays; this brings our 
thoughts back to the phenomena of an 
eclipse, and to the investigation of the com- 
position of the sun. The principal means 
of study is the spectroscope, which for this 
particular purpose is a small telescope, 
which has a prism or wedge-shaped piece 
of gtass fixed in its tube. 

The results of spectroscopic analysis have 


taught us that the white light of the sum 
as it shnies at midday must come from @, 
semi-solid or liquid body of great derisity. 
The spectroscope also shows that there are 
on the eurface of the sun glowing vapors 
of magnesium and sodium, and of fron, 
copper and other metals. We can quite 
comprehen®d the high degree of heat neces- 
sary to keep these metals cirenlating as 
vapor in the sun’s atmosphere. Sun spots 
are formed by the cooling of these vapors 
at certain points. 

To the uneducated an eclipse is sometimes 
looked upon as an omen which ig not un- 
commonly believed to carry threats of some 
unknown Gisaster or dreaded danger; but 
civilized peoples see only another evidence 
of a master’s handiwork in the creation of 
the starry heavens. 

Astronomy has many subjects of curiosity 
and interest; an eclipse is only one of them 
and people will find this one great spectacle 
of nature an object of wonder and beauty; 
a subject for higher thought and specula- 
tion, and an avenue which will lead the way 
to many important branches of science. 

The next total eclipse of the sun visible 
will occur June 8, 1918, and its line of total- 
ity will pase from Oregon to Florida,

Geyser action on the shore of the Yellow- 
stone Lake is more vigorous than # was 10 
years ago. Mud Geyser tn the last few 
years has shown more violence and power 
than before. The springs cn Sulphur Moun- 
tain appear exactly as they did W years 
ago. The various features throughout the 
lark known as “Paint Pot" show no per 
ceptible ogange. 

The Mammoth Hvt Springs show more 
change than any other feature. But this is 
due to migration rather than extinction, 
While the springs on one eide are dying out 
those on tho other are tncreasing, and it ts 
@fficult to say on which side the balance 
lies. 


To those long acquainted with the Park 
the changes do not appear extensive. The 
total sum of thermal energy displayed 
seems ta be about the same as it was @ 
years ago.

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CANADIAN GOVERNMENT TRYING TO GRAB COAST TERRITORY OF ALASKA. 
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While Our Officials Are Apathetic, the Ameri- 
can English Have Been Hard at Work 
Strengthening Their Claims to a 300 
Mile Wide Strip of Valuable Land. 


BKAGUAY, Alaska, May 1. 
Bpecial Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 
BORGHD WHITH-FRASER and two 
¢ assistants have just left Skaguay 
en route to the interior to ascertain 
the exact location of the sixtieth parallel 
of latitude from Lake Bennett westward 
to the boundary line between Alaska and 
Canada. This parallel is the boundary be- 
tween the New Yukon territory and 
Worthern British Columbia. 

According to White-Fraser, a joint com- 
‘mission, comprising -W. F. King, the chief 
astronomer for the Dominion government, 
and a United States commissioner, will 
reach Skaguay this month to delimit and 
mark the physical course of the celebrated 
modus vivendi international boundary 
along the disputed territory .claimed by 
both the United States and Great Britain. 

Rev. Francia Barnum, a Jesuit mission- 
ary now visiting Skaguay, who has spent 
the last nine years in Alaska, says there 
is a strong anti-British feeling among the 
citizens of Alaska and of the state of 
Washington, who view with alarm the ac- 
tions of the Canadian boundary commis- 
gion. 

Speaking on this subject Father Barnum 
said: 

“At atime when the guiding principles of 
Great Britain's foreign policy have the vell 

- pudely drawn from before them by the re-

consideration of her methods of procedure 


in the extreme northern part of this con- 
tinent is of interest, more especially to 
those of us who believe that the sentiments 
embodied in the Monroe doctrine express 
the essential requisites for the preservation 
of the physical integrity of the United 
States. 

“Emboidened by previous successes, in 
1887 England came forward with a claim to 
a strip of coast territory covering about 100 
square miles of land, which not only fur- 
nishes the outlet to the interior of Alaska, 
but is also the only available entrance to 
the gold fields of the Yukon River. Since 
this claim was advanced the British and 
Canadian authorities have been actively at 
work strengthening their position in every 
Possible way. Our government, on the con- 
trary, has displayed a remarkable degree 
of apathy and it is only very recently that 
public attention has been directed to it. 

“There is every reasan to believe that it 
is the intention of the Canadian govern- 
ment, backed by Great Britain, to secure 
this valuable strip of land. For the last four 
or five years the commission has had en- 
@‘neers and surveyors at work securing 
thorough and exhaustive details, to be ad- 
duced before the joint cammission when 
the boundary question comes up for adjudi- 
cation.”

In August, 1898, while Father 
Barnum was at Yakutat, in American terr- 
tory, a British surveying party was busily 
at work exploring in the neighborhood. It 
can readily be seen that the energetic man- 
ner in which this work has been carried out, 
together with the intimate and practical 
knowledge of the country gained by its en- 
gineers, has enabled the Canadian—or, for 
it is practically the same thing, the British 
—Government to make out a very strong 
case. 


‘“‘All the efforts of the British to get pos- 
session of territory to which they have no 
just claim should, however, prove futile if 
the treaty concluded between Russia and 
England in 1825 is correctiy interpreted. 
This treaty establishes a clear title of de- 
markation between what has since been 
calléd Alaska and the British dominion. 
What led up to this treaty was the ukase of 
the Czar of Russia prohibiting foreign ves- 
eels from approaching within 100 miles of 
Russian America. Negotiations following 
resulted in the treaty, by which & degrees 
40 minutes north latitude was fixed as the 
southern limit of the Russian possessions. 

“When Russian America was purchased 
by the United States in 1867 its limits were 
defined in the articles of cession in the 
exact language of the treaty of 1825, as 
quoted above. Portland canal (or channel) 
is named as the eastern boundary as far 
north as the 56th degree of north latitude, 
Thus, by the treaty, England recognized 
Russia’s ownership of the territory as far 
east as the Portland canal, and this recog- 


the United States in 1867. Further than 
this, for over 20 years before the treaty 
of 1825, the Hudson Bay company had paid 
to Russia an annual rent for trading priv- 
ileges in the inland waters situated north- 
west of the canal. Even after the cession 
there was no question of our right to 
maintain a garrison and customs house at 
Fort Tongas, at the mouth of the Portland 
canal, and the former was maintained 
there until 1870, and the latter untii 1889. 

“It is worthy of note that from the date 
of the Alaska purchase until 1887 there wag 
no appreciable difference in the line of de- 
markation shown on the maps published 
by the British authorities, and those is- 
sued under the sanction of our own govern- 
ment. 

“In 1887 there was a noticeable change in 
the British maps, which began to extend the 
line of demarkation within the limits de- 
fined by the United States maps. It would 
appear then that with the discovery of gold 
and the other valuable resources of the 
strip’ of land included between the original 
line and that now put forward by the Brit- 
ish as the boundary, the idea was con- 
ceived of setting up a claim to the terri- 
tory by means of maps published by the 
British Government. No one familiar with 
the history of British land aggrandisement 
will be surprised at the adoption of such @ 
questionable policy. 

“The line of demarkation followed by the 
United States extended 10 marine leagues 
back from salt water into the interior from 
every point, whether bay or inlet, unless 
a defined mountain range interevened run- 
ning parallel with the coast in which case 
the summit of such range became the jim- 
it. The British now claim that where the 
summit of the range is not within 10 marine 
leagues of the coast the boundary shall be 
that distance from the main channels of 
wates .: 


; 


“A reference to the map will show that 
in taking Portland canal as the exstern 
limit an eastward course must ‘be followed 
from the south point of Prince of Waiys 
Island in order to reach the canal, and that 
from the extreme northern point of the 
Portland canal 
it is about 34 miles (10 marine leagues.) It 
is reasonable to suppose then that In tak- 
ing the canal for the eastern boundary the 
idea was to measure from the tniand Wa- 
tens and not the main channeis. If the ca- 
nal was not intended for the eastern boun- 
dary its mention in the treaty would have 
been unnecessary and the phrase, “due 
north,”’ would have been enough to express 
the intention. 

“The British claim that this canal could 
not have been intended, because it does not 
reach the 56th degree. It does fall short of 
that point by about one mile, but if it were 
ive or even 10 miles shorter it would not 
assist the British contention for the ‘line,’ 
and not the ‘channel,’ is what is meant 
in the words of the treaty—‘the same line 
shall ascend to the north along the chan- 
nel called Portland channel, as far as the 
point where “‘it’ meets the 56th degree.’ 

If this claim of the British to a strip of 
land 76x100 miles in extent be allowed they 
would also obtain control of Glacier Bay, 
the mast wonderful body of water in the 
work. It is about twenty miles wide by 
forty miles long. 

The disputed area, approximately, in- 
cludes all of Southwestern Alaska (the 
panhandle), with the exception of a str 35 
miles wide adjacent to the open ocean) be- 
ginning at Dixon's entrance and exteniling 
northwesterly to the Alsike R‘ver. The Eng- 
lish claim covers an area 120 miles in width, 
and 30 miles in length, including all/the 
rich mineral belt extending from Ketchikan 
ta the Porcupine, fully 20 miles in length 
and upward of five miles in width. Within 
this area are located the great Treadwell 
mills and mines, the Berner’s Bay, Sum 
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Dum, Sheep Creek, Snettisham and Ketchi- 
kan mills and mines; also the Silver Bow 
hydraulic placers, the rich, lately discov- 
ered placers in the Porcupine district, in- 
numerable undeveloped ledges, and a vast 
area of known mineral ground that has not 
been prospected. 

Coal, copper and tron are also found with- 
in this territory. The known mineral wealth 
of this disputed region would build the Nic- 
aragua Canal. In addition to this mineral 
wealth. there are also fisher‘es, timber and 
industries of scarcely less value. The fish- 
ing industry includes 16 canneries in opera- 
tion and many more in contemplation. The 


salmon pack is many thousand cases ennu- 
ally. The disputed territory claimed by the 
Canadians, but now occupied by the Amert- 
cans, includes the mouths of many oo 
salmon streams, which have their rise 
Canadian territory and empty into the aymes 
of the sea at points under American ooou- 
pancy and jurisdiction. ‘The canneries situ-. 
ated at the mouths of these streams thus. 
secure many ealmon that have been hatched 
in British waters.

forefathers in 1663, the people of the 
village of Ober-Ammergau, in the 
highlands of Bavaria, are again—as Is their 
custon every tenth year—engaged in a daily 
presentation of ‘The Passion Play.’’ 
Persons from every country were in at- 
fendance on the dress rehearsal last Sun- 
Gay, ‘Wd the critics say that the perform- 
@nece was infinitely more attractive than 
@ny that had been given during the past 
half century. Christ was impersonated by 
Anton Lang, who is reported not to be 
the equal of his predecessor, Majer, who is 
in the prologue, and was on the stage to 
G@ssist Lang. through the rehearsal. Miss 
Anna Flunger, as the Virgin Mary, appears 
to have captivated the critics. She is the 
18-year-old daughter of the village postman, 


Among the other characters are Bertha 
Wolf, as Mary Magdalene; Peter Randl, as 
John; Sebastian Lang, as Caiaphas; Johann 
Zwink, as Judas; Sebastian Bauer as Pilate; 
Thomas Rand!l, as Peter; Rochus Lang, as 
Herod; William Rutz, as Nicodemus; An- 
Greas Bauer, as Joseph of Arimathea; Mar- 
tin Oppenrieder, as Annas; Gregor Bret- 
Samier, as Nathaniel; Maria Schwall, as 
Martha, and Jakob Bierling, as Simon of 
Cyrene. 

The present Passion Theater was erected 
last year at a cost of $100,000. It is com- 
pletely covered, but the stage is still open 
to the weather. There are but 1400 inhabi- 
tants in the village, and there are now 
8000 visitors. 

The play, which will be presented at 
stated periods during the next four months, 
has 17 acts and 4 tableaux. The perform- 
ance begins at 8 in the morning; there is 


‘an hour's intermission at noon, and con- 


cludes by 6 o'clock. 
The Prologue. 


SHE booming of cannon precisely at 8 
j o'clock announces that the drama is 
about to begin. The players, more 
in 500 in number, assemble with their 
4stor in the umphitheater and there en- 
Gage in silent prayer. Immediately after- 
wards the chorus of Schutzge'ster appears 
on the stage. They stand before the audi- 
ence with hands folded across the breast, 
im an attitule of prayerful repose. The 
choragus opens the play by explaining the 
object of the whole performance, which is 
to illustrate how the fallen human race be- 
came reconciled to God through the blood 
of his Gon. This main object is exhibited 
fn two tableaux, which the choragus in- 
troduces in a brief prologue. 

The first tableau represents the expulsion 
of Adam and Eve from Eden, symbolical 
of the fall. The first parents are seen 
driven from the garden by the angel with 
the flaraing sword. Paradise is in the back- 
ground, and in the center appears the 
tree of life, laden with luscious fruit, while 
from its branoses depend the serpent. The 
choragus gives in song the story of the 
tableau’s significance. 

The second tableau represents the ado- 


_S ration of the cross, typical of redemp- 


tions” When the Schutzgeisters have taken 
wp theiy positions across the entire extent 


of the stage the leader announces the

message of esalvation. Then the chorus 
retires and the tableau is revealed. Be- 
fore a large cross planted on a rock, a 
number of heavenly genti-children of the 
village, clad in garments of white and 
mantles of bright color, stand or kneel in 
the attitude of worship. The angelic forms 
are silent, but their prayer is uttered by 
the chorus, who fall upon their knees 
and chant an appealing hymn. 


Act I—Christ’s Entry Into Jerusa- 
lem. 


HE first dramatic act of the play be 
7 gins at once. In the distance are 
the sounds of glad shouting 
and singing. Down the slope comes 
the Messianic procession, Hebrew chil- 
dren pouring irom the gide streets with 
parents or teachers. In the center of the 
throng is Christ, seated upon an ass and 
followed by his disciples. The procession 
passes through the gates into Jerusalem— 
represented by the proscenium, The chil- 
dren wave palm branches and sing hosan- 
nas, while the men and women join with 
the exultant crowd, 

Slowly and gracefully the impersonator 
of Christ deseends from the animal, while 
the people gather about him. High priests 
ami Pharisees, attracted by the commo- 
tion, enter the proscenium. The Saviour 
begins to address his disciples. Suddenly 
a calm is perceived falling on the multi- 
tude. The hosannas slowly cease. Just 
as Christ approaches the center of the 
proscenium the curtain of the central 
stage rises end the temple scene is Fe- 
vealed. It is the scene described in Mark 
xi, 15, the picture of the money changers. 
The Saviour, folding his hands as if to of- 
fer a silent prayer, advances with a digni- 
fled air towirds the profaners, and in a 
tone of ming.ed grief and indignation ex- 
claims: 

“What {!s this IT see? Ig this the house 
of God, or is it’ a market place? Must the 
strangers who «ome from the land of the 
heathen to adore Jehovah perform their de- 
votions among the throng of money chang- 
ers? And ye, priests, guardians of the 
sanctuary, can you look on this abomina- 
tion and suffer it to continue? Woe to this 
venal race of hirelings! He who searches 
the heart knows wherefore ye tolerate and 
further such disorder'”

“Who is this man?” asks one of the trad- 
ers. The people, gazing with anxiety upon 
the scene, exclaim: 

“It Is the great prophet from Nazareth in 
Galilee!” 


Christ advances with conscious dignity 
towards the buyers and sellers and says: 

“Away from this place, children of mam- 
mon! I command you to depart. Take 
what is yours and leave the sacred place!”’ 

Slowly he takes from a booth a number of 
cords, overturns the tables of the money 
changers and lays about him with the 
cords. Doves are let loose and jars broken, 
but the Savior never loses h!s dignified com- 
posure. A scene of great confusion en- 
#ues, in which appear the priesthood, led by 
Calaphas and Annas, who impress the peo- 
ple with thelr aughority, and retire with 
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them to plot against the life of the Savior, 
who proceeds to Bethany with his disciples, 


Act IIl.—The High Council. 


HE conclave of priests and scribes is 
: § shown In the second act, the inter- 

vening facts being first supplied by 
the choragus and chorus. The scene is the 
Jewish sanhedrim. Calaphas, the violent, 
irr:table, despotic high priest, opens the dis- 
cussion, 

“Venerable assembly of priests, teachers 
and fathers of the people! Our religion, our 
laws are in danger of being cast down. 
Shall we again celebrate the Easter fes‘i- 
val? Is not the Gallean prince in Jerusa- 
lem? Did he not drive out the buyers and 
sellers from the temple with the 
scourge? He has also attacked Moses and 
the prophets! How long shall we daily? 
Who shall restrain the people from being 
led away? It is fearful! Have ye not seen 
how he entered our city in triumph? Ghall 
we wait here until the last shadow of our 
power is gone? It is better that one die!” 

The aged Annas speaks with passion. Two 
delegates fetch the usurers to the assem- 
bly and they claim their right to buy and 
sell in the temple under licenses by the 
high council. They are then commissioned 
to find out Christ’s place of sojourn. The 
sanhedrim is closed by an impassioned 
speech by Annas. 


Act UI.—Christ’s 
Bethany. 
Te act is introduced by two tableaux, 


Departure from 


the anointing of the Savior’s feet by 

Mary Magdalene and Christ’s parting 
from his mother. The musical performance 
opens with a single female voice, in which 
the chorus presently joins In pathetic mela 
dy. Then appears the tableau of young 
Tobias leaving his parental home, The aged 
parent sends his boy away. The angel 
Raphael stands at the door with staff in 
hand to guide the young traveler. The 
cherus sings a melody of parting. 

The second tableau, the ‘“‘Lamenting Bride 
of the Canticles,”’ is scene laid in a flower 
garden. The sorrowing bride is surrounded 
by bridemaids who sing to her and play 
upon their harps and cymbals. This tab- 
leau has frequently been condemned. It is 
designed to illustrate the union of Christ 
and the church. 

In the next scene Christ appears with his 
disciples in the streets of Bethany. He 
enters the house of Simon, where a banquet 
is in progress. The “Master sits down and 
his feet are anointed by Mary Maedalene. 

While she is thus engaged the disciples 
gather around her in astonishment, while 
Judas points excitedly to the event as he 
says: 

“What a costly ointment! Why does he 
not hinder the foolish woman? What a 
waste of money? How many poor people 
could have been supported from it. Three 
hundred pence would certainly have been 
got for it.’’ 

Magdalene meanwhile utters only 
Pleading words: ‘‘Rabbi! Rabbi!’’ 

And Jesus says: “Let her alone; why 
trouble ye her? She hath wrought a good 
work on me. Verily I gay unto you, where- 
soever this gospel shal] be preached 
throughout the whole world, this also that 
she hath done shall be spuken of for a 
memorial of her.”’ 

When Christ emerges from the house he 
finds gathered on the street his mother 
and her friends, who have come to say fare- 
The scene which follows is deeply 
His mother says:

“O. dearest Jesus! Full of tender yearn- 
ings, have I hastened with my friends to 
see thee once more before thou’ goest 
away.”’ 

‘“‘RBeloved mother, I am now on the way to 
Jerusalem. Now, dearest mother, is the 
time appointed from the beginning to give 
myself up as a sacrifice according to the 
Father’se will. I am prepared to consum- 
mate the work of atonement. 

“Tl have forebodings,’’ gays Mary. ‘My 
heart tells me what kind of a sacrifice that 
will be.” 

The disciples are filled with sorrow, ex- 
cept Judas, who, still brooding over the 
wasted ointment, says: 

“These 300 pence would just be enough 
for me. If I had secured them I could now 
live contentedly, No! I will no longer be 
one of his discipies, Qut will take the first 
opportunity of quitting bis company.”

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Simon leads the Virgin into the house 
and Christ and his disciples depart. 
Act IV.—Christ’s Last Journey to Je- 
em. 
IS act is opened with a tableaux of 
King Ahasuerus repudiating Vashti 
and elevating Esther in her stead, 
designed to warn the Jews of the punish- 
ment for their sin by the selection of the 
Gentiles by the Savior. The act proper 
begins with Christ and the Apostles on their 
way to Jerusalem. They are passing Olivet, 
with the Holy ‘City spread out before them, 
In the conversation which ensues Christ ut- 
ters his lamemtation over Jerusalem and 
prophesies his death. The next scene is 
the temptation of Judas, The master is go- 
ing away, perhaps to die; the common purse 
ls empty. He soliloquizes: 
And shall I follow? I have half a mind. 
No roses there will ever bloom for me! 
Did not great deeds of the master once 
Raise hopes of Israel's ancient fame restored? 
But this great scheme he seems of late to walva 
His words are all of parting and of death; 
He comforts us with dark, mysterious words, 
And gives us promise of a future bright 
That in the distance gray grows dim and vague, 
Long have I fed, too long upon these dreams, 
And hope too long delayed a loathing brings. 
To him and his what prospects are held out?

The next scene represents John and Peter 
at thé house of Mark, in Jerusalem, pre- 
paring for the coming of Christ to celebrate 
the last supper. 

Act. V.—The Last Supper. 

HERE are two tableaux prefacing 
this act. One represents the shower 
of manna in the wilderness; the oth- 

er the grapes brought by spies from Ca- 
naan, with choruses of thanksgiving and 
praise, Then comes the Last Supper. The 
lifted curtain reveals a chamber in the 
house of Mark, into which the Savior and 
his disciples have entered. They are ‘stand- 
ing around the table, while the master of 
the house and his servant stand ready to 
wait upon them. Upon being seated, the 
Biblical narrative of the conversation is 
closely followed. While the washing of 
feet is in progress, a hidden chorus sings. 
The Last Supper is eaten with great solem- 
nity. Judas rises and rushes wut of the 
room. The disciples are greatly depressed; 
Jesus comforts them. 

Act V1I.—The Betrayer.

The money is 
paid to Judas, who carefully counts out 
each piece upon the table. He then reveals 
his plan, and gives them the sign of the 
kiss. The curtain falis upon cries for re- 
venge. 
Act VII.—The Garden of Gethsemane. 
WE two tableaux preceding this act 
| are Adam condemned to earn bread 
by the sweat of his brow, typifying 
Christ’s bloody sweat in the Warden of Oli- 


» vet, and Joab giving Amaéa a kiss while 


secretly plunging a dagger into his body. 
Then appears the Garden of Gethsemane. 
Jesus enters with his disciples, conversing 
with Peter, James and John, He goes aside 
three times and prays, and an angel ap- 
pears to comfort him. Then the clang of 
arms is heard, and the disciples spring to 
their feet terrified. The betrayal, cs de- 
scribed in the gospels, ensues. 

A pause of one hour is introduced st this 
point in order that players and spectators 
may partake of refreshments. The drama 
has lasted four hours, and full four more 
must elapse before the close. 

Act VIIL.—Jesus Before Annas. 

HE firing of cannon announce that the 

je drama is about to be resumed. The 
opening tableau represents Zedekiah 
striking the Prophet Micaiah on the cheek 
because he dared to tel] King Ahab the 
truth. The high priest, Annas, then ap- 
pears on the balcony of his house, impa- 
tiently waiting the Roman soldiens with the 
captive Nazarene. Loud mockery and 
laughter are heard. Judas passes by and 


is mocked. Roman soldiers appear with 
the bound Savior, and press him forward 
with great brutality. The procession pauses 
before the house of Annas. Balbus strikes 
the captive in the face. Annas becomes en- 
raged at the dignity and self-possestion 
of Jesus, who is led away to the palace of 
Caliaphas, 
Act IX.—Christ Before Caiaphas. 
HIS act is prefaced by two tableaux 
T showing Naboth stoned to death after 
being sentenced on the testimony of 
false witnesses, and Job, in his humiliation, 
scoffed and reviled by his friends. Then 
the act opens with the arrival of soldiers, 
who are taking their captive to the house of 
Calaphas. An apartment in the house of 
the high priest is exposed to view, with 
Caiaphas on a throne, surrounded by priests 
and Pharisees. He makes an excited speech 
to his friends, outlining the trial and pians 
for the execution of Christ. The soldiers 
lead in the Savior. The priest, Samuel, 
and his instructed witnesses enter by a 
separate door and the trial begins. At its 
dramatic conclusion the captive is ordered 
taken away for a hearing next day before 
the samhedrim. 

The curtain falls, but is soon raised, re- 
vwealing the ante-room of the sanhedrim, 
where soldiers abuse their prisoner while 
waiting for the high council. Judas here 
passes rapidly across the stage, muttering 
to himself. The next scene shows the sol- 
Ciers and Christ in a spacious hall of 
Cajaphas’ palace. Maids enter, Hght the 
fire and scoff at Jesus. Peter and John 
approach; Peter enters and begins to 
warm himself by the fire; he ts recognized 
by one of the maids, but denies all know!l- 
edge of Jesus. The cock crows. There is a 
sudden commotion among the soaidiers and 
Jesus is brought forward. Christ gazes 
sorrowfully at Peter, who covers his face 
with his hands and departs, weeping bit- 
terly. 

The following scene shows Christ guarded 
by the soldiers, bound and helpless, the 
object of rude wit and treatment. A mes- 
senger arrives, summoning al\.to the high 
council, and the curtain falls as Christ is 
being led to his trial in an inner apart- 
tuent, 

The soldiers, while abusing their captive, 
make use of a deggerel rhyme like this; 

MALOHI, striking Christ in the face— 


Come, be so good and say to me, 
Who is the rogue that striketh thee??

Act X.—The Despair of Judas. 
HBP despair of Judas is prefigured by 
- the tableau of Cain’s remorse after 
the death of Abel. Then Judas ap- 
pears alone, persecuted by his conscience, 
the prey of anxiety and mental] torture. 
With his passage the curtain rises on the 
meeting of the sanhedrim. Judas rushes 
into the assembly seeking refuge from his 
conscience. He upbraide the pr@sts. En- 
raged and penitent he rises to dramat.o 
heights by casting down the money-bags, 
cursing the sanhedrim and rushing head- 
long from the place. The money is taken 
up and eet aside to buy a burial place for 
strangerse—the “‘fleld of blood.” Three mem- 
bers of the council go to Pilate and request 
an immediate hearing of thelr charges 
against Jesus. 

The next scene is the fleld of blood—the 
burial place for strangers, a wild epot near 
Jeruealem. In the center is a small mound, 
overshadowed by a tree. Judas appears in 
a state of excitement and despair. He has 
a long and dramatic monologue, and he pre- 
pares to hang himeelf as the curtain falls. 


Act K1.—Christ Before Pilate. 
HE introductory and typifying tableau 
T shows the prophet Daniel before the 
throne of Darius, defending himself 
against his accusers. . The act begins with 
Christ being led In before Pilate, who ap- 


pears with hia train upon the balcony - i] i 


his palace. The high priests, standing on 
the pavement below, make the accusations. 


A messenger enters and relates to Pilate 
the dream of his wife. Pilate is moved by 
the evidently supernatural interruption, He 
seizes at the first straw to relieve himself 
from responsibility. 

“Is he from Galilee? Then take him 
unto Herod, his own king.”

Act XII.—Christ Before King Herod. 


HE prefiguring scene of this act is 
fs Samson as a sport for the Philistines. 
The ecene of Christ before Herod 
takes place on the central stage, generally 
used for the tableaux. The tetrarch sits 
upon a golden throne. The multitude with 
Christ reach the palace—the chief men are 
allowed to enter. Herod looks upon Christ 
as merely a foolish person. He demands a 
miracle, the interpretation of a dream— 
anything that will interest him. But Christ 
makes no reply. The mocking robe is 
brought forth and put upon Jesus, and 
Herod directs that the captive be taken 
back to Pilate. The priests demur, but are 
turned out of the palace, 
Act XIII.—The Scourging and Crown- 
ing. 
HERE are two tableaus preceding this 
si act—Joseph’s bloody coat brought 
home to Jacob, and the ram appointed 
as a eacrifice In place of Isaac. After the 
chorus hae retired, Christ {s again brought 
before Pilate, who again finds him guilt- 
less. But the Jews are determined that 
Christ shall be put to death. Finally Pilate 
wavers and eentences the captive to be 
scourged. The scourging takes place on the 
central stage. whence are heard the clamor 
and mockery of the soldiers, and as the 
curtain ascends the audience sees the last 
scourge-blows falling upon the back of the 
Saviour, who is fastened to a stake. His 
back is covered with blood and wpon being 
released he falls senseless to the ground. 
Upon rising the soldiers put the scarlet robe 
on him, and a scepter in his hand and seat 
him on a stool for a throne. The brutality 
goes 60 far that one even pushes him 
from the stool, and his arms being bound 
he falls heavily to the ground. Then they 
bring forth a crown of thorns and amid 
bruta] exultation set it upon the Saviour’s 
head, and to press it down firmly four hire- 
lings take hold of the ends of two st:.cke and 
drive the crown over the captive’s brow, 
the blood running down the GSaviour’s face.

Act XIV.—Christ Sentenced to Death. 


HE two introductory tableaus are Jo-

They are clamoring for the death of Christ 
and the release of Barabbas. The chorus 
pleads for the captive’s life, while the 
unseen multitude answer with flercer cries 
demanding his death on the cross. The 
priests appear before Pilate’s house and en- 
deavor to intimidate him with the mob. He 
again tells them he finds no «ullt tn Jesus. 
He even has the depravea Barabbas 
a out and stood beside Jesus, in or- 
der that they might observe the contrast. 
His wife sends word to release the Gal 
lean,’ but the priests threaten hini” with 
the emperor's displeasure and he sields. 
After washing hig hands he speaks; to his 
secretary, who’ arises and pronowxes the 
semtence of death. Pilate then sa 
staff, turns quickly away and efters the 
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palace. “Away with him to Golgotha!l” 
shout priests and people and the curtaim 
falls, 


Act XV.—Christ Bears His Cross. 


HE sad prelude to the tragedy of Gol- 
gi gotha is prefaced by three tableaus— 
Isaac bearing the wood up Mount 
Moriah, Moses elevating the brazen serpent 
on a cross and the children of Israel, bitten 
by the flery serpents, looking upon the 
brazen one, are healed. From the gateway 
by Pilate’s palace emerges a small group of 
men and women walking slowly toward 


the proscenium. They are the friends and 
kindred of Christ. uddenly there is the 
sound of a thousand voices in tumult. The 
curtain of the central] stage ‘s raised 
the sturdy figure of Simon of Cyrene ap- 
ars, walking along another street of 
erusalem. Christ pauses to rest at a door- 
way. But the door suddenly opens and a 
small, deformed man warne e Saviour 
away. It és the legend of the Wanderin 
Jew. The great procession comes slowly 
into sight, headed by a Roman horseman 
carrying the national standard, Then comes 
a company of soldiers, and in their midst 
Christ, bearing the ponderous cross. Hie 
executioners urge him on, alded by the cries 
and jeers of the mob. The two thieves 
come next, followed by more soldiers and 
the boisterous priesthood and a great crowéd 
of people from Jerusalem. The face al! 
Christ is covered with blood; bis feet drag; 
he stumbles and falis. 

“It is hel” shouts the mother, in agony. 
“God, my God! It ts my son! It ile my 
Jesus!’ and she sinks back into the arms 
of an attendant. 

The soldiers put a flagon to the lips of the 
prisoner, while the chief rabbi summons 
the powerful Simon of Cyrene to bear 
cross. The procession passes slowly out o 
sight. John begs Mary to turn back, saying 
she cannot bear the sight, but she answers 
she will die with her son and the sorrowe- 
ful group follows after the cortege. 


Act XVI.—The Crucifixion. 


FTER a solemn chorus with the 
A choristers in the garb of mourning, 
the curtain rises for the scene upon 
Calvary. The two malefactors already 
hang upon their crosses. On the ground 
with head slightly elevated, is a larger 


cross, on which the Savior is nailed. An 
executioner nails on the inscription and 
the cross is raised. Soldiers, priests 
ani rabble take their positions. The 
scene is intensely realistic and affecting. 
The minutest incident connected with the 
crucifixion is carried out as mentioned is 
the gospel narrative, even to the casting 
of lots for the Saviour’s garments.

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UST how many steps a housewife takes 
a day has long been an interesting 
question. Jt has never before been 
swered, 

fhe New York State Household Economic 
Association dlecussed it at its recent confer- 
ence. The only conclus'on arrived at was 
that the mileage involved was something 
stupendous, 

The idea of collecting information on th¢6 
subject for use as a basia of reform origin- 
ated at the farm reading course of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture. The faculty deemed it 
of sufficient importance to send Miss 
Martha Van Rensselaer to Cornel] to col- 
lect statistics bearing along that line, 

The underlying motive in collecting these 
statistics ts educational. They are to be 
used not merely to show the vast amount 
of work done by a wife and mother within 
the limit of her own-home, but to teach 
women how one step can be made to do tne 
work of two 

Meanwhile the Sunday Post-Dispatch has 
solved the problem for St. Louis women in 
the most practical way. At its request Mrs, 
Jesse Williams has worn a pedometer for 
one day. During that day ehe went about 
her housework a@ usual, “he routine was 
in no way varied. She arose at 7 a. m. and 
retired at 9 p. m. She lives in a small, five- 
room flat She has oniy one child, a baby 
10 months old. Her jife is that of the aver- 
age housekeeper. She does all her own

work and attende to her baby. 
her house neat, but avoide 
labor. The pedometer shows that In the 
performance of her daily duties she walked 
sever and two-fifth miles, 

Mrs. Wildams is thoroughly systematic. 
She hae studied the art of economizing 
steps. And yet in one day she took 25,950 
BieDps. 

According to the testimony of the pedo- 
meter’ if woman's work is never done it ‘4 
not her fault, She walks almost 3000. miles 
@ year trying to get to the end of it. And 
then #ehe starts out again, 

At this rate ahe has a wonderful record 
for pedesirian'sm after @ vears of houge- 
keeping, for even walks any 
outside of her wn home she will haye trav- 
eied nearly 69,000 miles. Those are probably 
under rather than over esiimates. Mrs. 
Williams ts a more than usually expert 
housekeeper and ‘“‘makes every etep count.” 
And in all the calculations a ‘“‘step’”’ has 
been figured at oniy 18 inches, which is 
probably a low average. 

Mrs. Williams kept a careful memoran- 
dum of haw she spent her time. This is 
her statement of one day’s work: 

“As I*was told by the Sunday Post-Dis- 
paich not to make any change in my plans, 

with my usual duties, I did 


f she never 


not take a single step that I could avold. 
It ts true I was busy all day, but I am 
quite busy every day, I arose at 7 a. m., 
dreesed and began to prepare breakfast, 
which consisted of sliced pineapple, soft- 
boiled eggs, lamb chops, tea and rolls. 
It was ready at 7:45 and I was rather 
proud to see that I had walked cnly one- 
fifth of a mile. , 

“As the baby did not wake up I washed 
the di#hes, straightened up the kitchen and 
cleaned up the house. There were three 
beds to make, I also swept and dusted the 
rooms, On days when I do not have this 
particular work to do there are washing, 
ironing, washing windows, scrubbing and 
many other duties that make up the week’s 
work. 


“The pedometer showed that I had trav- 
eled two and three-quarter miles in merely 
getting my house in order. This seemed 
incredible, for I had walked and worked 
so fast that I had not realized the many 
little steps I was taking. 

“After glancing over the morning paper 
for a few minutes I washed and dressed 
the baby, and in waiting on her journeyed 
half a mile. Thie always occupies one hour, 
I stamted to market and got back at 12:10 
having only added one-third of a mile by 
this little outdoor trip, 

“It was now time to get lunch. As this 
consisted of clam bouillon, tomato omelette 
lettuce salad, rolls and marmalade there 
was not much cooking to be done. But the 
faithful hand of the pedometer moved up 
a mile and a half by the time it was ready 
and another two-fifths of a mile when the 
dishes were washed and everything again in 
its place. 

‘There was a little ironing to be done. 
This did not, apparently, involve many 
steps, but the hand swung around three- 
eighths of a mile when it was through. In 
the meantime [I had been called to the door 
and had to go in to see Bbout baby’ several 
times, which helped the register along. 

“It was now time to take baby for her 
airing. I hurried to get her ready 
and we went out for an hour. 
This added three-quarters of a mile to the 
account. On my return I began to get 
dinner, and by 6 o’clock it was on the table. 
As this is the most elaborate meal of the 
day and calls for a good deal of work I did 
not feel that I had wasted any steps when 
the pedometer showed that I had walked 
three-quarters of a mile while preparing it, 

“We lingered over dinner for three-quar- 
ters of an hour, and I was glad to silence 
the pedometer for that length of time. The 
hand was creeping along in an amazing 
fashion, taking note of eVery little step that 
I would not have considered werth men- 
tioning, But every one of these steps was

The reason, stated specifically, reveals 
a@ romance which concerns the American 
workingman. It is this: The United 
States, a young country in international 
commerce, has been asked to supply the 
materials and a large part of the skilled 
labor for most of the great engineering 
projects which are being carried out in 
parts of the world. For in- 
etance: 

The steel rails, the locomotives, the cars, 
the airbrakes, the bridges and the electrio 
equipment for the transsiber‘an Railroad 
are all being exported from this country 
to Siberia. The railroad is being laid down 
in Asia, but tt has really been constructed 
fn the Unite4 States. 

The great railway which is being Jaid like 
@ main artery through the center of Japqn 
has been constructed mostly by the same 
workmen who ere turning out tne Trans- 
giberian equipment. Steamer loads of loco- 
motives are oonstantly being shipped to 
Japan. 

A steamer loaded with steel freight cars 
left this country for Egypt only last week 
en route for the terminus of the Kihedival 
railway. The Atbara bridge was made in 
America, and so were the trolley cars which 
take tourists owt from Cairo to the Pyra- 
mids. 

And finally the rail manufacturers, the 
bridge bullders, the locomotive and car 
Dullders of this country are preparing with 
Sreat promise of euccess to supply that 
fong-promised civilizing agent of Africa— 
the Cape-to-Cairo railway of Cecil Rhodes. 

The United States is doing all this in the 
face of financial odds. In many cases the 
fronmasters of other countries have under- 
bid the Americans, and yet the latter have 
got the contracts. Again and again have 
the Americans “carried coals to Newcas- 
tle.’’ 

The answer shows that our foreign com- 
petitors have regarded but: one aspect of the 
financial consideration. The national Ameri- 
can characteristic has been of more import- 
ance than the item of expense. Speed in the 
execution of orders has won the day. 

We seem to be able to do work in half 
the time required by the workmen of Eu- 
rope. Yet the workmen of Burope are not 
slow. They are quick, but we are quicker. 

Take the matter of the Atbara Bridge. 
During the construction of the railroad 
which followed Kitchener up the Nile—the 
first link of the Cairo to Cape Town proj- 
ect—it was found necessary to bridge the 
Atbara River with a great iron structure, 
across which modern heavy trains might 
be drawn. 

To insure the ulthaate success of the mill- 
tary operations thé bridge must be built 
quickly. The need was felt in the autumn 
and the follow!ng July was the latest the 
engineers could wait. 

Of course English firms were asked to 
bid, but not one of them felt that it could 
Possibly complete the work within two 
years, Then the Americana were appealed 
to, and a Philadelphia firm undertook the 
job, Now, it ts a matter of current history 
how the Pencoyd Iron Works put up the 
bridge within six months. The first cable 
asking for the bid was received on Jan 7 
and on the 6th day of May following the 
fron work had reached Cairo and was on 
its way to the interior, reaching Atbara on 
May 14. Lord Kitchener said of the feat: 

“very effort was made to place the

Of eourse political reasors had much to 
do with the placing of the contracts—poli- 
tical reasons of two kinds. Europe, on the 
one hand, was not too anxious to further 
any scheme which wou!d assist the pros- 
pects of the Czar in the ultimate partition 
of China. The United States, on the other 
hand, with Interests almost entirely com- 
mercial, would be more than likely to fur- 
ther any scheme which would shorten the 
circumnavigating time of the globe. Con- 
sequently the contracts came to the United 
States.

She had on 
board forty locomotives for the Trans 
Siberian road, and forty steel bridges for 
the Chinese Eastern Raflway. The Puritan 
was followed by the steamship Uplands, 
with a twin cargo, #o to speak, invoiced to 
the same destination. During 1898 seventy- 
one locomotives were shipped from Phila- 
Gelphia to Siberia, and seventy-seven are 
now being built in the Quaker City for the 
Czar’s road. Wtihin the last two years 
over 300 additional locomotives were shipped 
to the far east by American firms. 


A great many of these were made for 
Japan, another country in which Ameri- 
can activity has been much appreciated.

Wilfiam Harper, Cleburne County. 
Afa., Unique Among Pub- 
fic Office Hofders.

C« LEBURNE COUNTY, Ala., possesses 


a man who performs. all the func- 
tions of a public official, but who is 
only half a man. This officer is William 
Harper, tax assessor of the county. 
Harper is ossified from his waist down. 
All the lower part of his body is bone, 
rigid and without sensitiveness. 
Eleven years ago, as the result of pneu- 
monia, Harper began to ossify. The trans- 


the end of which time he had lost the use 
of half his body. But his mind was in 
no way impaired, and he at once set to 
work to earn a livelihood for himself and 
family. Prior to that time he had been a 
farmer on a small scale, but his physical 
condition rendered it impossible for him to 
pursue this business longer, and he deter- 
mined to open a small store.
